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PARTY LEADERS PUZZLED 


“A HARD PROBLEM FOR THE RE- 
PURLICANS TO SOLVE. 
DORNELL AND BLISS THE LEADING CANDI- 

DATES—CARR’S FRIENDS LESS CONFI- 
DENT—SOME OLD FEUDS REVIVED. 
SaratocA, Sept. 21.—Following upon a 
€unday of delightful quiet in Saratoga to-day 
has been one of increasing bustle and noise, of 
multiplying crowds, and of a somewhat less con- 
tented frame of mind among the delegates 
to the Republican. Convention that is to 
meet here to-morrow. If any one had 
made up his mind from the earlier indications 
that the convention was to be one in which ail 
old scores were to be forgotten, it begins to 
look asif he would be disappointed. There is 
still no lack of good feeling, but there are many 
reasons for concluding that the babit of acting 
in factions and for very old-fashioned and not 
entirely creditable motives has not been entirely 
broken. The delegates began to crowd into town 
early in the morning,and before night they and 


their triends in very large numbers were jos- 
tling each other in the corridors, and excitedly 
discussing the chances of the different candidates. 
The convention, it was seen, is to be a good 
looking one, full of old faces, and including 
men who have been conspicuous in the lines and 
outside of them in all the contests of the last 20 
years. The reunion, as ex-Senator Woodin 
calls it, suggests that politics make 
strange bedfellows. Mr. Woodin has been 
going about to all of the candidates 
expressing his delight at enjoying the sensation 
of being forgiven and taken back, although he 
has been “the chiefest of sinners.”” Ex-Senator 
Sherman S. Rogers, who bolted Folger in 1882: 
the Oneida men who bolted Blaine in 1884; men 
who had fought Cornell in 1879 and supported 
nim in 1882; all the “sometime kickers” from 
all parts of the State; men in the best of good 
temper, and all agreed that the convention 
must be governed by discretion and forbear- 
sauce if its nominations are to be such as will 
command respect and support. 

very body has been anxious to learn what the 
outcome is to be,and no one up to this time 
ventures to predict who will be the candidate 
for Governor. With the convention only a few 
hours away, with nearly all the candidates on 
the ground, and with only a few delegates still 
on the road, it is impossible to make a predic- 
tion that may not be ridiculous to-morrow. As 
on Sunday, the two candidates most seriously 
talked about are Mr. Cornelius N. Bliss and ex- 
Goy. Cornell, both of whom are fairly in the 
field. Mr. Bliss on his way here found out that 
he was to meet many friends, and he has met 
them. They have induced him to set aside his 
determination not to bea candidate, although 
he does not contemplate with pleasure the pros- 
pect of getting into political lite. The reasons 
for supporting him most strongly urged are that 
he is a man of sterling character and good name, 
not lacking in manly independence, yet possess- 
ing a sturdy sense of party loyalty. Obstacles, 
have, however, been raised to his nomination. 
It remains to be seen whether they will be made 
sufficient to defeat his nomination. Some of the 
up-State delegates who favor Carr or Seward or 
Davenport appear not to know Mr. Bliss, and 
they have readily listened to and repeated the 
reports that John J. O’Brien and some of the 
New-York delegates would refuse to support 
him because he bolted the outrageous nomina- 
tion of Phillips for Mayor. This sort of talk 
made absurd the previous assurance that in this 
convention all old scores were to be considered 
88 wiped out. 

The resistance to Mr. Bliss was discovered 
when Mr. Edward Mitchell undertook to get to- 
gether the New-York delegation fora confer- 
ence. It was at the suggestion of many country 
delegates that a conference was to be tried asa 
way of ascertaining the desires of the city men. 
If the New-York delegates were inspired by an 
unselfish desire to choose the chief candidate on 
the ticket, they could do it to-night, and not 
oniy expedite the work of the convention, but 
give the delegates a chance to make careful 
selections of the other candidates on the ticket. 
But they do not jump atthe profferea chance. 
The tricky politician sees an opportunity to 
gratify a spite, and perhaps make a deal, and the 
cemptation is one that is not easily resisted. An 
aversion to the proposed conference was discov- 
ered andit was attributed to John J. O’Brien's 
fear that Mr. Bliss would develop so much 
strength that the convention would be 
disposea to pominate him. While ef- 
forts were being made to secure the con- 
ference the crowds were’ repeating a 
story that O’Brien’s men were to be persuxded 
to support Mr. Drexel’s candidacy by the ex- 
eeare of liberal sums of money in Mr. 

rexel’s behalf. The suggestion is, of course, 
resented by Mr. Drexel’s friends, who could not 
afford to have their man nominated in that way, 
and would not buy the nomination if they could, 
a8 no candidate couid be expected to win against 
whom the charge could be maintained that he 
had been put on the ticket for a price. 

Ex-Gov. Corneil’s friends have not been dis- 
turbed by the growing popularity of Mr. Bliss 
as a candidate, or by the confident assertions of 
the friends of Gen. Carr or Mr. James D. War- 
ren. While he has warm friends, and some very 
zealous ones, they are not so set in favor of his 
nomination that they will not acqui-sce in 
the conclusions of the convention .f the 
majority shall decide that it will be ad- 
visable to choose some one else. Whavt- 
ever vote he may get will come to him 
easily. **Wedonot hear the grinding of any 
machine,” said Senator Woodin, *“*and I do not 
think we shall.” There is no machine work visi- 
bie yet in Cornell's behalf, but he is a good poli- 
tician, with many keen politicians among his 
friends, and they will certainly not be the slow- 
est to see and take advantage of any chance 
that may offer for him. That old scores are 
not forgotten in Corneill’s case is as 
true as it is in the case of Mr. Bliss. 
Those who have implicit faith in the ex-Gov- 
srnor, and who refer to his record as an assur- 
ance that he would be an acceptable candidate, 
are met with questions as to what he would do 
ir elected. His strongest opponents express the 
belief that he would not get the vote of the 
State Militia, anda fear that he would, if elect- 
ed, be controlled by ex-Senator Platt in selecting 
a Heaith Officer and Quarantine Commissoner, 
which would deprive him of many supporters. 

The triends of Gen. Seward, who arrived here 
this morning, talk of their candidate rather less 
than they do of other candidates, and it does not 
now look asif he would develop great strength. 
Among his supporters are many of the old Cor- 
neil men, and there are signs which lead some ob- 
servers to believe that mauy of the Seward men 
will go to Cornell if it is found that the conven- 
tion is disposed to take him up. Gen. Carr, 
whose strength is estimated by one of his friends 
to be about 200 delegates, is hopeful that the fight 
on Bliss and Corneli may compel the conven- 
tion to take him. Should New-York City fail to 
unite on a New-York man, and the nomination 
be left for the convention to determine, after a 
first formal ballot. in which the strength of each 
of the many candidates wiil be tested, it is 
probable that Gen. Carr will get a number of 
votes in the New-York delegation. Mr. O’Brien’s 
friends very promptly and indignantly deny the 
story that floated about during the evening that 
he would go into the convention with 30 dele- 
gates determined to vote for Carr first, last, and 
all the time, : 

The lack of any canvass for candidates, ex- 
cept in the case of Gen. Carrand Mr. Warren, 
renders it impossible to toretell what will be 
done. Itis too early, while the New-York men 
are unwilling to unite on Bliss, Morton, Drexel, 
or Corneil, to undertake to say how many votes 
either of those aspirants for the nomination 
willcommand. Against Mr. Morton, who is now 
regarded as absolutely out of the race, the ob- 
jection has been urged that his candidacy 
would revive factional divisions, putting the 
Arthur men against nim,and subjecting him, 
if nominated, to the knives of men who thirst 
for revenge. Absurd rumors were abundant 
to-night, and one that Gen. Carr had withdrawn 
from the race ereatly agitated the gentleman, 
who declared when he heara it,**I am in the 
race to stay and to win.” If his own friends 
were more confident he would have greater 
reason to be confident, but they do not look 
for any increase of his vote if he should have 
only 200 votes on the first roil call. 

The Convention wili be called to order at noon 
to-morrow by Chairman James D. Warren. The 
Casino, a skating rink, in which it will assemble, 
is decorated witn a profusion of Japanese fans, 
parasols, and lanterns, suggesting a stage set for 
a performance of “The Mikado.” Tne State 
Committee met to-night, and without any con- 
test Senator Warner Miller was chosen to be re- 
ported to the Convention as temporary chair- 
man. His name will be presented by Mr. E. 
W. Hatch, of Erie, and seconded by ex-Senator 
Edmund L. Pitts, of Orleans. The arrangements 
for seating the delegates were completed to-day 
under the direction of Secretary Vrooman and 
Postmaster Judson. The hall is a large one, and 
a section of it in the centre has been filled with 
chairs to seat the delegates. These seats are 
fenced off from wide spaces at the right and left, 
the platform being at the side of the hall, so as 
to bring the Chairman as close as possible to the 

t number of delegates. 

e Hon. W. H. Robertson arrived thie even- 
ing with the Westchester delegation. After a 
hurried trip about all the headquarters, he de- 
clares his inability to see who is the coming 
man. He betieves that all the candidates against 
whom old controversies are revived must be set 
aside, and one free from objection in this 
respect picked out. Having done so much. the 





man to be chosen must also be personally strong, 
clean, and loyal. With such a man the party 
can win. The Judge does not name his man. 


IN THE BOOMERS’ CAMPS, 
TALK ABOUT THE CANDIDATES FOR GOV- 
ERNOR AND THE MINOR PLACES. 

Saratoaa, Sept. 21.—Tents were pitched 
and headquarters established by nearly a dozen 
candidates during the day. Senator Edward B. 
Thomas, of Chenango, established himself in par- 
lor B,at Congress Hall,and with a squad of friends 
at once began an active canvass for the Attor- 
ney-Generalship. Mr. Thomas was one of the 
youngest members of the last two Senates, and 
it is generally conceded that he was one of 
the ablest. He looks to be about 40 years 
of age, though he is several years younger. 
He is what his associates in the Senate call 
an old-young man. His experience has been 
much greater than that of most lawyers in the 
interior of tae State, and his practice has been 
very extensive and lucrative. The headquarters 
ot his most formidable rival, Major E. H. 
Hobbs, _ has been in the saddle, and 
he and his Brooklyn friends have done 
much. effective riding in the short time 
they have been onthe ground. Some of the 
Brooklyn delegates are opposed to him, but that 
is explained by his associates as the natural re- 
sult of a man's prominent participation in the 
politics of Kings County. Senator Thomas has 
been 60 long in the field that it would 
seem as if he would naturally bavea great deal 
of strength. If the nomination for Governor 
should go to the interior instead of to New- 
York City the way would be opened for the 
presentation of the name of Edward Mitchell, 
ane his friends would doubtless take advantage 
of that fact. They would expect that the New- 
York delegation of 115 would be well nigh unan- 
imous for him. Major Hobbs would then be 
deprived of the New-York strength which is 
counted for him, and his canvass would be 
weakened to that extent. But the question of 
who the lucky candidate for this office will be is 
involved in just as much tdoubt as that other 
question, who will be the Gubernatorial nomi- 
nee? 

Parlor K, in Congress Hall, was the scene of 
much activity when the 82 Erie delegates and 
the other friends of James D. Warren arrived. 
All told they mustered 125 men, which, by 
the way, is Warren’s’ estimated vote. 
Prominent among these workers—for they 
are systematic workers—are Edward W. 
Hatch, who will succeed Mr. Warren 
as the member of the State Committee from 
that district, Mr. Warren having decided to re- 
tire whether or not he is nominated for Gov- 
ernor; A. P. Wright, A Ralph Clark, Dr. William 
H. Slacer, Ossian Bede}], Co). ohn B. Weber, 
Harvey J. Hurd, William J. Morgan, George 
Urban, and Daniel H. McMillan, who will be 
the next Republican candidate for Senator from 
the district. The Warren men pinned a blue 
badge to their lapels bearing the name of James 
D. Warren and went to work. They divided 
the State up among them, a knot of workers be- 
ing assigned to the delegations from each of the 
counties. Niagara is not entirely solid for Mr. 
Warren. James Low, for instance, hesitated about 
putting on a Warren badge until he was certain 
about his soundings. Nevertheless, the work- 
ers, when they met in the evening to compare 
notes, declared that they felt greatly encour- 
agedat the kindly reception that had generally 
been awarded their candidate. They expect no 
support in New-York City or in any of the dis- 
tricts where the friends of Gov. Cornell have a 
foothold. 

The headquarters of Dr. John Swinburne was 
also established in Congress Hall, and the doctor 
himself received visitors. A good many of 
the workingreu of Albany tbronged his 
rooms. The doctor’s life, in pamphlet form, 
was distributed by his friends. Judge An- 
drew §. Draper and some of his 
friends in the Albany delegation  oc- 
cupied the doctor's headquarters. Mr. 
John FI’, Smyth and his friends were invisible at 
headquarters to-night. They, too, like all the 
delegates of the other Albany faction, profess 
sympathy with his canvass. None of the Albany 
men will cling very long to the doctor if it be- 
comes apparent that his name does not 
meet with that enthusiastic reception which the 
doctor predicts. The Smyth men will, in that 
event, gQ one way and the Draper men an- 
other. The former would go to Morton, if that 
gentleman’s name should be brought in, while 
the affiliations of the latter would lie in the 
direction of James D. Warren. 

The Drexel headquarters in the United States 
Was somewhat more definitely established to- 
day. Huge placards were distributed all over 
the hotels, indicating that parlor No. 42 was the 
spot where the canvass of the distinguished 
philanthropist was being conducted. Few poli- 
ticians found their way thither. They generally 
drifted in the direction of the candidates who 
were better known to them. 

Many of the wearers of the Warren badge 
fraternized with the friends of Gen. Carr in the 
latter’s cottage, on theground floor. Gen. Carr’s 
headquarters were thronged with visitors 
all the afternoon and evening, and in 
the interest which their presence excited the 
feeling of disappointment and _ indignation 
even with which the Generai’s friends watched 
the seeming indifference manifested during the 
morning gradually wore away. Many of the 
visitors told his friends that they would like to 
see him nominated for Lieutenant-Governor if 
it should become apparent that he could 
not reach the top of the ticket. They 
thought his name ought to be kept on 
the ticket, and that it would be a 
recognition of his services if he was promoted 
trom the office of Secretary of State to that of 
Lieutenant-Governor. The General has dis- 
tinctly declared that he wanted nothing but 
the Governorship; yet the impression gath- 
ered by many of his’ visitors was 
that he would not be averse to a 
promotion of this sort. If,as he declares, he 
would not again run for Secretary of State, As- 
semblyman O’Neil would be hkely to be selected 
for that office. As the delegates arrive it be- 
comes apparent that Mr. O’Neil has undoubted 
strength. Heisin nobody’s way, and delegates 
are generally of the opinion that he would add 
strength to the ticket. 

“Onondaga’s aged chieftain, Senator Dennis 
McCarthy, ovenved headquarters at the Grand 
Union. James J. Beiden, of Syracuse, and Pres- 
ident James Richmond, of the New-York Broad- 
way Railroad, were among his most act- 
ive workers. Frank Hiscock, Editor Car- 
roll K. Smith, and Assemblyman Francis 
Hendricks, came along with their candidate and 
gave his canvass their moral support. When tne 
talk for Cornelius N. Bliss for Governor became 
so general during the day Messrs. Belden and 
Richmond atonce recogoized an opportunity, 
and they united in urging the nomination of 
Mr. Bliss. They realize that the chances of Mr. 
McCarthy’s success are increased by the selec- 
tion of a New-York City man for Governor, and 
they are industrious promoters of the idea of 
giving New-York City the nomination. 

When it was noised about that Cornelius N. 
Bliss was here his cottage at the United States 
immediately became an object of interest. The 
delegates sauntered over to cee its occupant and 
to puss judgment on the New-Yorker whose 
name had been on everybody’s tongue 
for 24 hours. They found a _ gentleman 
who was of hardly average height, of sturdy 
build, brisk in all his movements, and with a 
frank face and charming manner. He was a 
New-York business man—that was plain 
enough. As a matter of fact he was at 
the head of the delegation of business men that 
went to Chicago for President Arthur. He 
laughed good-naturedly as he discussed some of 
the incidents of the trip, and rounded off with: 
**And if you have any doubt about what 
I did for our candidate after I got back, ask 
your own State Committee.” His friend, Col. 
George Bliss, was in and out of the headquar- 
ters, and Edward Mitchell was also a frequent 
visitor. 

Just beyond the Bliss headquarters was the 
cottage of ex-Gov. Cornell, now the recognized 
headquarters of a candidate who had actually 
taken the field. After a critical survey of the 
situation Mr. Cornell, when he first arrived, 
told his visitors he had come to Saratoga 
to learn something of politics. That he had po- 
litical information to distribute was very 
evident from the presence of a throng 
of politicians throughout the day. Near- 
ly all his old friends who held office 
while he was Governor, were in the throng. 
Ex-Canal Auditor Place, Isaac V. Baker. Jr.; 
ex-Senator Charles Russell, of 
lyn; Silas B. Dutcher, Senator 
gett, Police Jusiice Patterson, 

M. Dennison, Dwight Lawrence, ex-Senator Ed- 
mund L. Pitts, Deacon Richardson, Louis F. 
Payn, Capt. Cole, Senator Burrell, Col. 
Archie Baxter, Frank Smitb, son of 

Health Officer Smith, and CC. Ryder 
Cady, passed in and out. Almostall of these 
gentlemen are known to entertain a very kindly 
feeling for the ex-Governor. Some of 
them are temporarily engaged in promoting 
the candidacy of others. The visitors to these 
headquarters had no difficulty in reaching the 
conclusion that some very systematic work was 
being done for Mr, Corne!l. ** This means busi- 
ness,”? exclaimed an experienced politician, as 
he wandered across the lawn and stocd and 
sniffed the atmosphere. 

The afternoon train brought the long expect- 
ed New-York delegation, or rather the majority 
of it, for many of the delegates had al- 
ready drifted into the village. John J. 
O’Brien shrugged his shoulders as some of his 
boys told him that Cornelius N. Bliss had, after 
versistent urging, decided to allow his name to be 
used as a candidate. 1t wasevident that “Johnny” 
had no love for the indenendent little man 
who walked out of the convention last Fail 
when the “boys” put up their bogus 
city ticket. ‘“*Johnny’s’” strength, by the 
way, is estimated at less than 30 votes 
all told, and these ate mainly trom the down 
town districts of New-York, where his co- 
terie of heelers has full sway. The 
fact that “Johnny” is himself a celegate from 
the First District, instead of the Eighth, his old 
district, led some of the country members to ask 
whether ** Johnny’s” influence is not gradually 
waning in Gotham. 

Conspicuous figures in the New-York delega- 
tion were Commissioner Taintor, J. D. Hawes,

r. Roosevelt sought the nearest store, pur- 
chased a derby. and then interested himself in 

r. Bliss’s canvass. 

H. H. Warner, of Rochester, headed the Mon- 
roe delegation. He expressed a preference for 
Evarts at the outset, but he discovered before 
the day was over that there was little or no 
Evarts sentiment in the gathering. Many 
of the delegates agree with him that 
a New-York City candidate would be more satis- 
factory than anybody in the interior. Includ- 
ing Mr. Warner the delegation contains some 
men who say they will vote for Mr. Warren. 
Mr. Warner’s friends say he would make an ex- 
cellent Chairman for the new State Committee. 

The Brooklyn delegates were hived under the 
roof of Congress Hall. Theirs was the largest 
delegation ever credited to Kings ina State Con- 
vention. Many wellknown faces were in the 
line of Brooklynites that stretched from the 
hotel desk into the street, impatiently wuiting 
to be booked and ticketed. ‘There was Editor 
Bernard Peters and Michael J. Dady, wearing 
their best smiles; Dr. James Watt, Richard 
Laimbeer, Jacob Worth, Cornell, H. 
Graves, Darwin R. James, F. L. Woodruff, 
W. H. Leayoraft, Samuel F, Maddox, David 
Lindsay, C. H. Russell, J. A. Nichois, C. J. Low- 
rey, and . L. Jensen. Silas B. Dutcher 
set himself to work to snare delegates 
from among them for the Seward boom, 
at that particular period a boom of fragile con- 
struction, Divided they are, the same as the 
New-Yorkers. A few declared themselves for 
Carr, a few others for Gen. B. F. Tracy. They 
will come together before they enter the con- 
—_— and endeavor to ascertain how they 
stand. 

Almost every Republican in the State who 
has ever tigured prominently as leader, coun- 
sellor, worker, or office holder was to be 
found in one of the three hotels in the 
evening. The list includes, in addition to 
the names already mentioned, those of John B. 
Dutcher, O. W. Wheeler, Hditor John 1. 
Platt, all of Dutchess; the long and 
Jean Hamilton Fish, of Putnam; Judge Rob- 
ertson, G. Hilton Scribner, and Gen. Husted, 
of Weatchester; Benjamin F. Odell, Mayor 
John C. Adams, ex-Postmaster of New- 
burg; ex-United States Senator Elbridge 
G. Lapham, of Ontario; Dolph Lynde, 
Editor A. A. Smith, - 3B. Hepburn, 
Speaker George Erwin, Abel Godard, G. 
M. Gleason, Gen. N. M. Curtis, Congressman A, 
X. Parker, of St. Lawrence; Ellis H. Roberts, 
Uncle David Gray, and Gen. Daniel Buttertield, 
of Oneida; Charles R. Skinner, Senator Freder- 
ick Lansing. Richard Marcy, Sidney V. Cooper,

Late in the afternoon the New-Yorkers 
decided to settle the question whether 
there should be a conference. Represent- 
atives ot the several elements of the 
delegations were chosen to consider the 
matter, and they were Solon B. Smith, who ex- 
pressed no preference for Governor, though 
friendly to Levi P. Morton; Jacob Hess, who 
has been talking Morton in his dreams for 
weeks; John O’Brien, who thinks Carr 
and Morton are not available; Police 
Justice Patterson, who wants Cornell nomi- 
nated, and Edward Mitchell, George Bliss, and 
Theodore Rooseveit. who consider Cornelius 
N. Bliss an excellent choice. Messrs. O’Brien, 
Patterson, and Smith were opposed to holding 
any conference before to-morrow. Each. had 
his own reasons and these were closely guarded, 
It’ was apparent that Mr. Patterson’s course 
was actuated by a determination to guard Mr. 
Corneil’s chances just as long as there exists the 
remotest possibility of the latter’s nomination. 
The result of the consultation was an adjourn- 
ment till later in the evening, which, of course, 
prevented the much-talked-of conference being 
held to-night. 

The feeling among some of the New- 
York delegates against Mr. C. N. Baiiss 
was expressed to-night by Delegate George 
W. Blunt. “I expect,” he said, “to 
see Cornelius N. Bliss nominated by 
this convention, and if he is I shall vote against 
him. do not hesitate to say so, and 
there are others who feel just as I 
do about it.””. Mr. C, N. Taintor and ex-Judge 
B. T. Morgan protested against this sentiment, 
declaring thut the conclusions of the convention 
ought to be accepted by any delegate 
to it, even if a candidate not entirely 
satisfactory to every person in it should 
be named. They did not believe it practicable 
to find a man upon whom the triends of all the 
candidates can unite before a ballot, but that 
some one will have to sacrifice his preference to 
the ascertained preference of the majority. 

Mayor Odell, of Newburg, is a candidate for 
State Treasurer, and the delegates trom the 
Orange-RKockland-Sullivan Congressional Dis- 
trict have undertaken a Canvass. They have 
headquarters at Congress Hall. Senator Henry 
R. Low is therefore no longer to be considered a 
candidate tor any office within the gift of the 
convention, 

The second conference of New-York dele- 
gates has just broken up at about 1 
o’clock without reaching any better result 
than the first. The advisability of holding 
a meeting to agree upon a candidate was 
favored by Messrs. George’ Bliss, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Gen. McCook, and Edward Mitchel, 
and opposed by Van Allen. Jacobus, Judges 
Patterson and Smith, R. McCord, Hess, 
Cregan, O’Brien, and Gibps, who could not 
or would not give any adequate reason for the 
position they held. It was manifest that the 
Cornell and Morton interests preferred to have 
the choice of New-York City expressed by vote 
in the convention.

THE DEMOCRATIC HOSTS. 
NOT IN A HURRY TO APPEAR—GOV. HILL 
VERY CONFIDENT, 

SARATOGA, Sept. 21.—The Democrats are 
not hurrying to their convention this year. 
Whether they think that everything has been 
cut and dried beforehand or whether they 
prefer to do the preliminary caucusing at 
home does not appear, but less than a dozen 
delegates have yet shown up at Sara- 


towa. The evening train from New-York 
brought up Judge Monell, Charles Loew, and 
Fire Commissioner Purroy, with two or three 
lesser lights. Senator Jacobs came as far as Al- 
bany, where he stopped over to confer with 
Gov. Hill. It is still the prevailing belief bere— 
almost universal, in fact—that Hill is practical- 
Af sure of the nomination for Governor. James 
O’Brien offers to bet $100 that Fowler will get 
more votes than Cooper and $1,000 that Hill 
will be nominated. He says that John Kelly is tor 
Hill, and that his opponents in Tammany Hall 
are so weak that they dare not show their hand. 
It is also reported this evening on good authori- 
iy, that the Brooklyn delegation will be solid for 

ill. If this be true, and it comes from ‘** Boss” 
McLaughlin’s most intimate friend, Hill’s nomi- 
nation is a foregone conclusion. The committee 
decided to increase the number of members of 
the Committees on Resolutions, Credentials, and 
Permanent Organization to meet the increased 
size of the convention. ‘There will be one mem- 
ber of each committee from each Congressional 
district instead of one from each juaicial dis- 
trict as heretofore. 


DIED FROM EATING TOADSTOOLS. 

Nev-HAVEN, Cenn., Sept. 21.—For some 
time a gang of workmen has been engaged in 
stone ballasting the tracks of the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, 
just below this city. Many of the laborers are 
foreigners. Two or three daysago a party of 
four Italians found some toadstools beside the 
track. They mistook them for mushrooms and 
ate heartily of the fungi. On returning to their 
tenements in this city they were taken sick and 
suffered great pain. Oil was given three of them 
and saved theirlives. The fourth man refused 
to take any because he believed he would be 
charged 6 cents for a dose. A physician was 
finally called, but the ltalian refused to take 
medicine, and it had to be forced down his 
throat. He grew steadily worse and died this 
morning after great suffering. His name was 
Joseph Tilo and he was 42 years old. He leaves 
a widow and 10 children in Naples, The other 
three men are recovering, but are still weak. 
They emigrated to this country a short time 
ago, and their ignorance of English was one 
reason why a physician was not cailed in sooner. 
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SUPPOSED TO BE A SUICIDE. 

Newport, R. L., Sept. 21.—The friends of 
Mrs. Catharine Smith, of Boston, have come to 
the conclusion that she drowned herself from 
the Fall River boat which left New-York bound 
East on Thursday night. She had been laboring 
under a slight aberration of mind, and had been 
spending two weeks in New-York. Her niece 


She could not be found when 
the boat arrived at Fall River, 








ROUMELIA’S NEW PRINCE 


ALEXANDER WARMLY WELCOMED 
BY THE PEOPLE. 

VARIED OPINIONS REGARDING THE GRAVITY 
OF THE SITUATION—THE PORTE WITH- 
OUT MEANS OF REDRESS. 

Pururppeopoiris, Sept. 21.—The agents of 
all the great powers signatory to the treaty of 
Beriin have sent dispatches to their respective 
Governments approving of the movement of 
Friday last. It is rumored at the various con- 
sulates that the Ambassadors at Constantinople 
have succeeded in dissuading the Porte from 
sending Turkish troops to Eastern Roumelia 
to regain possession of the country. 

Prince Alexander of Bulgaria is expected to 
arrive here to-day. The Prince is receiving en- 
thusiastic receptions at every station along the 
route from Sophia. 


VIENNA, Sept. 21.—An inspired articte in 
the Freundenblatt states that the unuonistic 
tendencies of Bulgaria and Roumelia have re- 
peatedly excited the serious attention of polit- 
ical circles, The powers, the paper says, con- 
tinue to cherish the desire to respect and main- 
tain the treaty of Berlin. The action of Prince 
Alexander of Bulgaria, in placing himself and 
his army at the head of the rising, constitutes a 
gross violation of international law. It is a 
challenge to Turkey. Europe cannot, for the 
benefit of a single Balkan State, indorse this in- 
fraction of treaty rights, entailing a disruption 
of the balance of pore and of the national po- 
litical forces of the Balkan Peninsula as fixed 
by the Berlin treaty. It is premature to say 
definitely what common action will be taken by 
the powers, but it is certain that the movement 
will be kept in the narrowest possible bounds, 


the powers retaining supreme control of events 
in the Balkans. * 


Paris, Sept. 21. — Semi-official advices 
tend to confirm the report that Prince Alexander 
of Bulgaria acted or of Russia in an- 
nexing Roumeliaand was impelled only by Bulga- 
rian public opinion. It is considered improbable 
that Turkey will uccept pecuniary compensa- 
tion for the loss of Roumelia, because the 
Balkan frontier is necessary to defend Con- 
stantinople. It is believed the Porte has re- 
solved to fight in order to restore the status quo, 
but the fact that the powers are desirous of 
peace diminishes the gravity of the situation. 

French diplomatists hope that the outbreak in 
Roumelia will reunite England and France. In 
view of the rising being an apparent scheme for 
the partition of Turkey, the French newspapers 
urge that France should act cautiously in deal- 
ing with the matter and await a declaration of 
Lord Salisbury’s policy. Essad Pasha, the Turk- 
ish Ambassador, had a long interview to-day 
with M. de Freycinet, Minister of Foreign Af- 
a anent the insurrection in Eastern Rou- 
melia. 


Lonpon, Sept. 21.—The Standard, com- 
menting on the rising in Eastern Roumelia, 
says: ‘*“We cannot believe that the powers in- 
terested were ignorant of what was coming. If 
they were the gravest trouble may arise. Eng- 
land has only the faintest interest, while Austria 
and Germany are bound to co-operate in keep- 
ing the Berlin treaty intact, and it remains to be 
seen how it will effect Russia. If the treaty 
— are actiag in concert the Sultan is help- 
ess.’ 

There was a heavy fall to-day in international 
securities, caused by the events of the past few 
days in Eastern Roumelia. The average fall in 
Turkish shares was from 2 to 5 per cent.. in 
French 8 per cent. rentes 1 per cent., and in Rus- 
sians 1 per cent. 

An interview had on Tuesday last at Constan- 
tinople with Mr. Israel Washburn, of the Robert 
Collewe, an American institution on the Bospho- 
rus, is published to-day in connection with the 
news respecting the revolution in Eastern Rou- 
mania, and shows a singular apathy on the part 
of the foreign representatives in Philippopolis 
in not informing their respective Governments 
ot the mutterings constantly heard of the then 
approaching rising. Mr. Washburn, who has 
just returned trom a two months’ tour of Bul- 
garia and Roumelia, says: “I heard more 
talk of a union among the people of Rou- 
melia than I did in Bulgaria. The ques- 
tion of a union was constantly forced upon 
the Roumelians by increasing material inter- 
ests and the burden of supporting two 
Governments, 
the people. Besides, industries were injured in 
Roumelia and sometimes totally destroyed by 
Custom Houses artificially dividing the frontier 
between Roumelia and Bulgaria and the Porte’s 
preventing free trade between the two States. 
If the present state of things continues it will 
inevitably make trouble in Europe. Russia is 
losing her influence in the Balkan States, and 
although the Bulgarians are grateful to Russia 
for gaining independence for them, they have 
since bitterly resented several attempts made by 
Russian agents to control the administration. I 
think the Bulgarians have a perfect genius for 
administration. While allowed their independ- 
ence the Bulgarians would willingly ally them- 
selves with Russia, but would ally witb Austria 
against Russia rather than lose their independ- 
ence, The Bulgarians are steadily at work build- 
ing roads and railways and making other public 
improvements.” 

The Petite Bourse of Paris is agitated over 
reports that an insurrection is immi- 
nent in Macedonia in favor of a union 
with Bulgaria, and that an advance by 
Austria upon Salonica,in connection with a 
Russian occupation ot the Bosphorus, is proba- 
ble. The lilibo, a Turkish journal, advises the 
Moslems to accept the situation. 

The Conservative papers accuse Mr. Gladstone 
of knowledge and complicity in the conspiracy 
to cause the rising, and assert that he is in com- 
munication with the Russian and Bularian 
leaders of the revolt. They comment on 
the significance of the revolt occuring 
on the same day as Mr. Gladstone’s manifesto 
claiming that the influence of England would 
support the infant liberties of the smaller East- 
ern States. The Liberals hail the events in 
Koumelia as likely to embarrass the Marquis of 
Salisbury and contribute to their success in the 
coming election. 

Large numbers of Russians, believed to be 
volunteers, are passing through Bucharest daily 
en route to Bulgaria. 


Lonpon, Sept. 22.—Panaret Rascheff, the 
Metropolitan of Bucharest, has sent a dispatch 
to the Daily News in behalf of the Bulgarians 
thanking that paper for its humane support of 
lesser nations, and saying that reliance upon 
English sympathy assures the Bulgarians of 
freedom. 

The Turkish forces have not yet crossed the 
frontier, but the authorities are greatly excited 
and active preparations are being made. The 
Bulgarians have occupied the Balkan passes. 


St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 21.—The Russian 
press are jubilant over the recent events in 
Eastern Roumelia, but seem surprised at the 
suddenness of the rising and express the belief 
that the affair was arranged at the meeting of 
the Emperors at Kremsier and Skiernewice. 


Sopuia, Sept. 21.—Gabriel Pasha, the de- 
posed Governor of Roumelia, is a prisoner here. 
The National Assembly has been summoned to 
meet Wednesday. 


BERLIN, Sept. 21.—The Zeitung is con- 
fident that the powers are able to deal with the 
crisis. The various European Ambassadors on 
furlough are hurrying to their posts.

THE CHOLERA IN PALERMO. 
A DISTRESSING STATE OF AFFAIRS AND AN 
INCREASING DEATH RATE. 

PALERMO, Sept. 21.—During the past 24 
hours 182 new cases of cholera and 123 deaths 
from the disease were reported here. 

Romg, Sept. 21.—Reports from Palermo 
regarding the progress of the cholera show a 
distressing state of affairs prevailing there. 
Thirty thousand persons have tied from the city; 
all the shops are closed and the streets are 
almost deserted. There is a great scarcity 
of food and water, and the epidemic is in- 
creasing with frightful rapidity. The sanitary 
officiais are attacked by the people every time 
they attempt to disinfect the houses where the 
disease prevails, and meet with great difficulty 
in carrying on their work. King Humbert has 
sent a dispatch to Palermo expressing great 
sympathy with the suffering people. His 
Majesty has also sent $10,000 to be distributed 
among them, places his Villa Favorita at the 
disposal of the sufferers, and exhorts the people 
to show their courage and cr'’mness during the 
trying ordeal through which they are now 
passing. 

Six new cases of cholera and 3 deatbs from 
the disease were reported in Parma during the 
past 24 hours, and at Rovigno 2 new cases and 1 
death during the same period. 

GIBRALTAR, Sept. 21.—There were 37 new 
cases of cholera and 14 deaths reported in the 
Spanish lines here yesterday. 
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TALK OF THE DAY IN LONDON. 

SOCIALISTIC AGITATORS ARRESTED—PAN- 
ICKY STOCK MARKETS, 

LonDON, Sept. 21.—An enormous Social- 
ist meeting was held yesterday at Limehouse. 
The crowd prevented numerous attempts of the 
police to arrest the speakers, but the officers 
finally succeeded in arresting Mr. Mahon, 
Secretary of the Socialist League; the 
steward of a German club, and six spec- 
tators. The police encountered the great- 
est difficulty in preventing the mob from 
rescuing the prisoners as they were bein 
marched te the police station. The crowd fol- 
lowed the porter hooting at them and at times 
making rushes to liberate their compantons, but

the police kept their ground well and beat them 
back with their clubs. he prisoners were to- 
day taken before a magistrate and fined and im- 
prisoned for short periods for obstructing the 

olice in the performance of their auty. Dur- 

ng the hearing the police arrested William Mor- 
ris, a t, for assaulting them. Morris declared 
that the police had hustled anda assaulted several 
lady witnesses. Bennett Burleigh, a journalist, 
corroborated the statement of Morris, and said 
the police kicked hisleg. The further hearing 
of the case was adjourne’. 

Reports from the various Continental houses 
show that a panicky feeling prevailed in finan- 
cial circles during the greater part of the day, 
but toward the finish of business the quotations 
at the several bourses rallied somewhat from 
the lowest prices of the day. The closing prices, 
however, show heavy declines as compared with 
Saturday’s closing figures. Various rumors 
were set afloat by Paris stock jobbers In order to 
keep up the excitement, including one to the 
effect that Turkey was mobilizing ber army pre-

The market at the London Stock 
Exchange closed dull, with a slight recovery 
from the lowest point of the day.

Cork, Sept. 21—A mysterious raid was 
made last night on Carlisle Fort, one of the de- 
fenses of the city. All that can be learned of 
the affair at present is that a party of men seized 
four rifles and two swords during the night and 
got away with them without disturbing the gar- 
rison. he sentry on duty close to the spot 
where the arms were kept did pot perceive any 
one in the vicinity, and states that he heard no 
unusual noise. The police are aiding the mili- 
tary in their search for the raiders, but as yet no 
clue to their whereabouts has been obtained. 


MADRID, Sept. 21.—A better feeling pre- 
vails in this «ity owing toa report havin een 
received from Count Benomar, the Spanish Am- 
basador at Berlin, te the effect that he expects 
Germany will! accept the offer of a naval coaling 
station, liberty to trade, and right of naviga- 
tion among the Caroline Islands as a basis of 
settlement of the Carolines dispute. The settle- 
ment will be made without referring the matter 
to an arbiter. 

Disastrous rains have prevailed during the past 
24 hours 1n the southeastern part of Spain. The 
rain came down in torrents, and soon the rivers 
overflowed their banks, causing immense de- 
struction of property and the loss of many lives. 
The Segura River and the Lorca Canal, which 
runs by Cartagena, rose rapidly until the water 
was seven feet deep around the walls of the city. 
Houses, trees, and dead animals are being carried 
out to sea by the raging flood, which stretches 
fora mile around the city. 





ON THE TRACK OF A MURDERER, 


A SUPPOSED ACCOMPLICE ARRESTED IN 
NASHVILLE, 

NAsHvVILLF, Tenn., Sept. 21.—Albert 
Waller, aged 22 years, who has been a resideat of 
this city for the past nine months, having been 
employed in the livery stable of a rela- 
tive, was several days ago arrested by 
local detectives and committed to jail. 
No charge was. registered against him 


at either the police station or the jail, and the 
most persistent efforts of reporters to obtain in- 
formation regarding the crime ot which he was 
accused were fruitiess, the authorities declining 
to divulge any information. To-night, however, 
the mystery was unveiled. He is wanted for 
complicity in the murder of an engineer and 
tireman on the Union Pacific Railroad and the 
attempted robbery of the express safe. Detective 
Harrison arrived to-day from Kansas with a 
requisition upon Gov. Bate for the prisoner, 
and, securing him, left to-night for Topeka, 
where Waller will be committed to await trial. 
Harrison stated that Waller was originally from 
Fayetteville, Kan., and that the murder and at- 
tempted robbery occurred in October, 1883, 
When the train stopped at a small station called 
Barkley, in Kansas, three men boarded it, one 
har ed into the cab and covering the engineer 
and fireman witha pistol, while his confeder- 
ates entered the baggage car with revolvers 
drawn. One of the band, in stepping into 
the baggage car, accidentally discharged his 
pistol. be report awakened the baggagemas- 
ter and expressman, who drew their weapons 
and forced the would-be robbers to leave. Tne 
leader of the gang, heuring the shot, ordered the 
engineer to start the train, which he refused to 
do, whereupon he was killed. The fireman 
started toward the murderer, but almost imme- 
diately shared a like fate. The man, whose 
name was not given by the detective, leaped 
from the train and disappeared. The railroad 
company has had detectives on the track of 
the trio for a long time, and once or twice were 
almost sure of their men, but they managed to 
escape. Waller was finally traced here, and 
the police were instructed to arrest him. When 
confronted by the detective Waller denied all 
connection with the affair, but Harrison claims 
that the proof against him is strong. The mur- 
derer of the engineer and fireman is supposed 
to be in Iowa, and his immeaiate arrest is ex- 
pected. 





A BAND OF OUTLAWS. 

Lirrte Rock, Ark., Sept. 21.—News was 
received here to-day of the escape of the con- 
victs who have for a week past been in the 
mountains above the city, raiding for supplies 
on the surrounding country, threatening death 
and destruction of property in the event of re- 
fusal, and defying the officers to arrest them. 
These convicts escaped from camp while work- 
ing outside the State prison, nearly a month 
since, by overpowering and disarming the 
guards. All efforts for their recapture have been 
fruitiess. Two fine bloodhounds were put on the 
track of the runaways, but the dogs were them- 
selves captured, and are now in the possession 
of the convicts, The band comprises five des- 
peradoes, one of whom isa negro. The leaders 
are Tom Kelly and George Anderson, weil 
known hereabout. They are all well armed 
and swear they will never be taken alive. It is 
stated that Anderson announces that he will 
killthe jurymen who convicted and the Judge 
who sentenced him to five years’ imprisonment 
if opportunity offers. When last heard of the 
outlaws were en route to the Indian Territory.

SAID TO BE FORGERIES.

A NEW PHASE'OF THE INDIANA TOWN- 
SHIP ORDERS CASES. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 21.—To-day Edgar 
Stark, Cashier of the Cincinnati National Bank, 
came to this city bearing with him the three 
warrants, aggregating $3,500, which are held as 
collateral fora loan to the Vernon Bank, pur- 
porting to be signed by Ernest Kitz, Trustee of 
this (Centre) Township. On Friday iast Mr. 
Kitz made affidavit that if there were such orders 
in existence they were forgeries. The Cashier 
came to identify the signature. and to take such 
other steps as may necessary. A comparison 
of the signatures with unguestioned ones of 
Mr. Kitz show a remarkable similarity, and six 
or eight bankers and other experts pronounced 
that the same hand wrote ail the names. Others, 
confronted with the orders of Mr. Kitz, still de- 
clared them forgeries, and so the bank has re- 
tained the firm of which Senator Harrison 1s the 
head to take further proceedings for its protec- 
tion. The orders are issued to Pollard, and by 
him were sold to the Vernon Bank. 

It these are torgeries, a new question is opened 
up which will still further complicate the swin- 
die. Major McDonald, an attorney of London, 
Ontario, who is employed by R. B. Pollard, is in 
the city looking after his client’s manifold in- 
terests. He said that there was no danger of 
Pollard being brought back to this country ona 
charge of forging Trustees’ names to orders, as 
he didn’t have to resort to forgery to get signa- 
tures. The matter will be brought before the 
Grand Jury and the question of forgery thor- 
oughly investigated. 





HUGE FRAUDS DISCOVERED. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC CONTRACTORS ALLEGED 
TO HAVE BEEN GREATLY -OVERPAID. 

MonTREAL, Sept. 21.—The rumors which 
were in circulation some weeks ago to the effect 
that serious blunders or frauds had been discov- 
ered in the measurements of several of the con- 
tracts on the section north of Lake Superior, on 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, are to-day. con- 
firmed. The engineers who were deputed to re- 
measure the work have completed their labors, 
and proved to the authorities of the road that 
many of the contractors have been overpaid to 
the extent of several hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. It is said on trustworthy authority 
that criminal and civil proceedings will be insti- 
tuted against some of the contractors and en- 
gineers, alleging conspiracy. 

At the company’s office the officials were not 
prepared tospeak on the matter. From other 
well informed sources, however, it is ascertained 
that the amount involved will aggregate 
$500,000; that one contractor alone, it is alleged, 
has been paid over $100,000 in excess of the 
proper measurements. Leading counsel have 
been retained to detend the actions against the 
contractors who, of course, give a very differ- 
ent shade to the story,and say that the com- 
pany is attempting to bulidoze these contract- 
ors, who have during its financial embarrass- 
ment been carrying on the works with their 
own capital. 





RIEL HANGED IN EFFIGY. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 21.—The Kingston News 
says that the volunteers in camp at Kingston 
hanged Rielin effigy last night to a telegraph 
pole, After the doctor pronounced the body 
dead the remains were placed on the stretcher 
and carried to a funeral pyre on the top of 
Barriefield Hill and burned. Several cartridges 
concealed in the clothing went off, blowing 
the effigy into flinders. The men then 
gathered about the heap and lustily sang 
“God Suave the Queen.” The Hamilton 
T mes says that it has been discovered that 
the agitation in France in favor of a pardon 
for Rielis being worked up by Mr. Chapleau. 
Dominion Secretary of State, under instructions 
from Sir John Macdonald. The Premier's idea is 
that by working up the French nation throurh 
their newspapers the Government of France 
will be forced to ask the interference of the 
British Government on Riel’s behalf, and thus a 
good excuse will be offered for letting the rebel 
leader off.

ONLY FOUR SURVIVORS. 

SyRacusE, Sept. 21.—The reports of the 
last census, it is said, showed that Onondaga 
County had the distinction of having more 
dwellers within its borders who served in the 
war of 1812 than any other county in the State. 
Major Theodore L. Poole, United States Penston 
Agent here, says that the mortality of these vet- 
erans for the last two or three months has been 
very noticeable. His rolls have been reduced by 
more than ascore of names, including those of 
the widows of the heroes of 1812, within a short 
time. During the last few days Jenkins Bowen, 
of Onondaga Hill, awed 90 years, and a veteran; 
Mrs. Catherine B. Ransier, the survivor 
of Timothy Ransier, aged 91 years, and Johna- 
than Hughes, aged 96 vears, have died. All were 
pensioners. There are only four survivors of 
the war of 1812 now living in Onondaga County. 
They are Joel Cornish, of Marcellus, still hale 
and hearty; James Anderson, of Onondaga 
Valley, who is totally blind; John Hartshorn, of 
Syracuse, aged 93 years, and Nelson Frayer, who 
lives in the town of Clay. About 45 widows of 
veterans of that war livein the county and are 
in receipt of pensions. 





ATTEMPT TO WRECK A TRAIN. 

Burra.o, N. Y., Sept. 21.—An attempt 
was made to wreck the West Shore train which 
left Buffalo at 9 o’clock last night, bearing a 
number of Republican delegates to the conven- 
tion. Between Akron and Alabama, about 27 
miles from Buffalo, a tie was wedged across the 
track. The cowcatcher passea over it and the 
engineer stopped the train just in time to pre- 
vent derailing. A long delay was caused while 
tackle was being rigged to remove the obstruc- 
tion. The circumstance caused considerable ex- 
citement on the train. A number of Indians 
from the neighboring reservation were gathered 
about the train when it stopped. The Hon. John 
M. Davy, of Rochester, says that the Indians are 
responsible for the outrage, and this is the third 
attempt they have made to wreck a train. A 
drunken Indian was killed by atrain last Oc- 
tober, and his friends have been unable to get 
any damages from the company. The attempt 
to wreck a passenger train is by way of getting 
even. The place for the outrage was weil 
chosen, being between two curves.

THE GENESTA AND DAUNTLESS 
THE ONLY STARTERS. 


THE WIND LIGHT AND THE ENGLISH Boat 
TAKES THE LEAD FROM THE START— 
STORMY WEATHER PROBABLE. 

Mr. Chairman Tams, of the Racing Com- 
mittee of the New-York Yacht Club, appeared 
on Pier No. 8 East River shortly after 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, carrying a natty yellow 
leather traveling bag, a bundle of English pa- 
pers. and a yellow oilskin with a biue collar. 
He had secured the good offices of Mr. J. R. 
Busk, of the same club, as starter of the race 
tor the Brenton’s Reef Challenge Cup, in which 
the schooner Dauntless and the cutter Genesta 
were to compete, and which was to begin at 
Sandy Hook Lightship at 4 o’clock, and was thus 
incumbered in preparation for a sail over the 
course on the Genesta as the guest of Sir 
Richard Sutton. Mr. Tams had bespoken 
the tug Luckenbach as a judges’ boat, but as 
that boat had gone down the harbor with a tow 
Mr. Tams, Mr. Busk, and other interested par- 
ties boarded the tug Scandinavian at 1:30 0’elock 
and headed down the Bay. The tug Ocean King, 
chartered as a press boat, cast off her lines at the 


same hour. The Luckenbach was met off Tomp- 
kinsville, and the Scandinavian’s passengers and 
duties were transferred to her. 

A little further down the Bay thé Dauntless 
was beating out. The Luckenbach continued 
on, and off Quarantine Island put Mr. Chairman 
Tams aboard the Genesta. That vessel already 
had on board her owner, Sir Richard Sutton; his 
brother-in-law, Sir William Levinge; Mr. J. 
Beavor-Webb, the designer of the “ ship,” and 
Mr. Lapthorne, her sailmaker. Then the Luck- 
enbach returned and picked up the Dauntless to 
tow her out to Sandy Hook Lightship. A little 
later the press boat did similar service for the 
English boat. 

here was little or no wind, and a moderately 
rough sea. The little fleet reached the lightship 
at 4:40 o’clock. The Luckenbach anchored to 
the south of the lightship, and the Dauntless 
was a little to the westward, Devine cast off the 
tow line just before reaching the light. The Ge- 
nesta was towed toa point a few hundred yards to 
the southeast of the Luckenbach. There wasn’t 
much enthusiasm among the spectators, who 
consisted of the operators at Sandy Hook and 
the crews of a Yankee bark and an Austrian 
vessel], which had not been able to work off to 
sea after having crossed the bar. 

At 4:47 o’clock a blue peter was hoisted on the 
Luckenbach, and three minutes later her whis- 
tle was sounded. The yachts were motionless, 
because they couldn’t be otherwise. At 
5 o'clock a second whistle was sounded as a 
starting signal. The vachts didn’t start be- 
cause they couldn’t, Ten minutes later a gen- 
tle puff came along the sea from _ the 
south and east. The Genesta felt it first, 
and came back to the judges’ boat, jibed close 
around it, and crossed the line at 5:18 o’clock 
with mainsail, small club topsail, fore staysail, 
jib, and jib topsail set. The reason o7 her holding 
on to her tow until she had got beyond the 
starting line was then apparent. By so doing she 
caught the breeze several minutes earlier than 
the Dauntless and got the windward position. 

The Dauntless crossed the line at 5:23, with 
fore and main sails, main club topsail, fore 
staysail, jib, jib topsail, and main topmast stay- 
sail set. It was a beam wind, and both ships 
went away onthe starboard tack. The Genesta 
was a third of a mile ahead, and at 5:35 
o'clock, when the Luckenbach, which ac- 
companied the contestants for a short distance 
overhauled the Englishman, this lead had been 
increased to half a mile. The yachts kept on 
sailing. The Ocean King steamed along to lee- 
bp and the Luckenbach came back to New- 

ork. 

According to midnight reports at the Signal 
Service office in this city the racers are likely to 
have plenty of wind and sea before they get 
back, To the south, along the Southern At- 
lantic and Gulf coasts, a brisk storm, the re- 
mains of the cyclone reported within a day or 
two past, was raging, with the wind blowing at 
the rate of 40 milesan hour. The centre of the 
storm was off the North Carolina coast, in the 
neighborhood of Cape Hatteras, and is movin 
in a northeasterly direction. The centre wiil, 
probably pass off into the Atlantic before 
reaching here, but enough of the storm will 
strike the coast to make its appearance felt. In 
the lake region another storm, with its centre at 
or near arquette, Mich., is moving rapidly 
eastward. It is severe in character and wiil 
probably reach this vicinity to-morrow evening, 
its centre passing off to the north and northeast 
of New-York. Thecyclone will get here a lit- 
tle earlier. Neither storm is thus far accom- 
panied by rain. Cautionary signals have beea 
up all along the coast since yesterday forenoon,

WARD DICTATING TERMS 


———<———— 

CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS 
MUST BE POSTPONED. 
OTHERWISE HE WILL NOT CONSENT TO BE 

CROSS-EXAMINED IN THE WARNER SUIT 
—MR. MARTINE LOTH TO YIELD. 

Before Ferdinand Ward will consent to 
be cross-examined in the civil suit now pending 
to get back some of the enormous profits made 
by William S. Warner out of the swindling 
operations of Grant & Ward, he wants to be as- 
sured that the District Attorney will not press 
the criminal proceedings against him next 
month. The lawyers, who are making 68 great 
deal of dust, stirring around in the ashes of the 
ruined firm, under prentense of finding some- 
thing substantial for the defrauded creditors, 
are using al! the persuasive powers of their com- 
bined eloquence to have the District Attorney 
postpone criminal proceedings against Ward 
uwnti) November, or even later. All the influ- 
ences that can be brought to bear to prevent 
Ward from facing the Oyer and Terminer Court 
onacriminal indictment early next month, as 
has been arranged, is being used by parties in- 
terested in the numerous civil suits, 

A TIMES reporter was informed yesterday on 
indisputable authority that Ward had flatly re- 
fused to be cross-examined about the interest- 
ing testimony he has recently been giving be- 
fore Referee Cole concerning Warner’s deal- 
ings with the wrecked firm unless all criminal 
proceedings could be postponed. If Ward 
should decline to be cross-examined, the lawyers 


who want a postponement argue, all the direct 
testimony taken in the case would be stricken 
out, and the prospect of getting $2,700,000 or so 
put of William 8S. Warner for the benefit of de- 
frauded creditors would vanish like smoke on a 
frosty morning. On the other hand, they urge, 
f sharp questioning can force any admissions 
from Ward that will implicate Warner in the 
fraud then it will be doing a good turn for the 
creditors to let the people’s interests wait awhile. 

Five indictments against Ward are pigeon- 
holed in the District Attorney's office, all charg- 
ing him with grand larceny iu the first degree. 
It isan offense punishable with not less than 
five years nor more than 10 years’ imprisonment. 
The first indictment was found on June 2 last, 
almost at the close of the Oyer and Terminer 
term. It charged Ward with stealing * divers 
bonds of the United States of America” amount- 
ing to $1,500,000, all the property of the Marine 
National Bank. Ward was brought before the 
Oyer and Terminer Court, where he plead- 
ed not guilty, with leave to withdraw and 
demur. Three days later another indictment 
was found against him, two more on the 8th of 
June, and still another on the day following, all 
charging him with grand larceny in the first de- 
gree, and upon conviction assuring him a mini- 
mum ofa quarter of a century in a prison cell. 
The indictments contained several counts, and 
substantially charged Ward with feloniously 
stealing everything from the Marine Bank that 
he could conveniently carry away, except the 
furniture, “against the form and statute in such 
ease made and provided and against the people 
of the State of Row- York and their dignity.” In 
every case Ward pleaded not guilty. 

The trial was set down for the middle of June 
and the District Attorney announced in court 
that he was ready to goon, Betwixt Carpenter 
cutting his throat and Mrs. Dudley’s trial for 
thooting Rossa, the matter was permitted to lag 
along until the latter part of June, though 
Ward bad been several times brought into court. 
Finally Judge Barrett informed the District At- 
torney that unless the case could be disposed of 
within one week it must wait over for another 
term. Mr. Martine saw no probability of finish- 
ing the case in so short a time, so it waited. The 
District Attorney announced, however, that he 
should call it up immediately on the opening of 
another term in October. This is what many of 
the lawyers interested in the civil suits are 
striving with might and maintoprevent. Mr. 
Martine was asked yesterday whether he intend- 
ed to turn a deaf ear to their appeals. 

**My impression is very strong now,” he an- 
swered, “that I shall call the case in October, as 
I intended. To postpone it, as I have been very 
strongly urged to do by parties interested in the 
Warner suit, would disarrange my plans for 
three months. The people’s cause has nothing 
whatever to do with any money that Ward’s 
creditors may get out of Warner, and besides it 
is not clear tome that Ward means to say any- 
thing that will] make matters warm for Warner. 
If I felt thoroughly convinced that a brief delay 
in the criminal proceedings would result in com- 
pelling Warner to disgorge any ill-gotten gains 
i might feel disposed to arrange it, but to my 
mind it does not appear that such would be the 
case.” 

“Have you heard that Ward will not submit 
to a cross-examination unless the criminal pro- 
ceedings against him are postponed?” 

**] have been told so, but what has that to do 
with us? We do not require Ward’s testimony.” 

“How was it that no indictment was found 
against Ward until June, 1885, more than a year 
after the failure?” 

“Simply because no one was willing to ap- 
pear as a complainant, When Mr. Olney was 
asked about the matter he said thatif any one 
would come forward with a complaint he would 
ro ahead and prosecute. To this day no one has 
filed a complaint in this office against Ferdinand 
Ward. After I came into office I let the matter 
rest fora time until I got used tothe routine, 
and meanwhile Mr. Root was golng ahead with 
Fishin the United States court. So soon asl 
rould geta copy of the evidence in that trial I 
began proceedings that ended in the five indict- 
ments now 1n this office against Ward, and upon 
which we propose to try him. I must say that I 
wish he wasina safer prison than the Ludlow- 
Street Jail.” ; 

At the same time that Fish was indicted in the 
United States court, last January, an indictment 
was aiso found against Ferdinand Ward for aid- 
ing and abetting Fish to defrand the national 
bank of which he was a Director. A conyic- 
tion of this offense meant imprisonment for five 
years ormore. The United States court could 
not take Ward from the hands of his civil keep- 
ers to try him on this indictment, but the State 
courts are hampered by no such obstacle. If by 
any possibility Ward should get clear of his 
creditors and the State courts then the United 
States court can deal with him. 

It is expected that Ward will continue his 
testimony before Referee Cole to-day. A lawyer 
who has called upon Ward many times since he 
has been nominally imprisoned said that it was 
a mistake to consider Ward a boid man, not at 
all frightened at the uplifted arm of justice, 
and quite indifferent to any course that might 
be taken against him in the courts. He is, ac- 
cording to this gentleman’s close observation, a 
timid, cautious man, looking very carefully 
over the ground at every step he takes, The 
only way to move him or to get him to do any- 
thing is to appeal to his inordinate vanity. It 
really gratifies nim to be referred to as the 
* Napoleon of finance” in the newspapers, and 
when taken a little off his guard in conversation 
it is apparent that he considers himself an ex- 
ceedingly smart fellow to run along so far as he 
did without getting caught. Persons interested 
in the criminal prosecution believe that Ward’s 
relations with Warner were and are such that 
he will never make any really damaging adrois- 
sions against him io a civil suit, but that he 
would not hesitate to talk if brought to bay in 
% criminal court. 


THE 
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JUSTICE WITHOUT MERCY. 

Justice, with hardly a tinge of mercy in 
jt, was yesterday dealt out by Judge Cowing ito 
three young fellows who, before they were de- 
prived of their liberty, were members of the 
famous Avenue C gang. Joseph Byrnes and 
Charles Riley, 18 and 20 years old, were arraigned 
for sentence, having been convicted of ** holding 
up” William Hogan for $22 75 on the night of 
Aug. 23. Assistant District Attorney Bedford 
said to the court: * Byrnes is a notorious thief, 
burglar, and ex-convict, and his companion is 
nearly as bad. I hope your Honor will put them 
where they can do as little harm as possible for 
several years to come.”’ 

The court pronounced a sentence of 15 years 
apiece on the culprits, and John Williams, an- 
other convicted highw robber, was brought 
in. In theearly part of the present month heas- 
saulted a Swedish sailor named August Thor- 
son, who had just arrived in port on the steamer 
France. Thorson succeeded in overcoming his 
assailant, and after giving him a terrible thrash- 
ing handed him over to a police officer.

MONTREAL’S DEATH RATE INCREASING—A 
MAYOR’S PROMPT ACTION. 

MontTREAL, Sept. 21.—The health authori- 
ties flatly refuse to give any statistics for last 
week as regards the deaths from smallpox, but 
from other sources it is learned that there were 
29on Saturday and 41 yesterday, and the total 
for the week cannot be less than 225, as against 
128 the previous week. The Rey. Father Le- 
clerc, P, P,, of St, Joseph’s Parish, reported to- 
day that there were hundreds of unreported 
cases Of smallpox in the west end of the city, 
and that workmen coming from their infected 
homes were attending at the factories and 
spreading the disease. He declares the present 
hospital accommodation quite insufficient for 
the number of patients, large numbers being 
unable to obtain admission, He recommends 


the Health Board to lease tor a timethe St. 
Benedict Joseph Hospital, at Longue Pointe, 
which is capable of holding 800 beds. The civic 
board to-day hired a building to put suspected, 
but not authenticated, cases of smallpox in. 
They also opened a branch office in the west end 
of the city. 

The Mayor of Longueuil seems determined to 
prevent the spread of smallpox inthat munici- 
pality. Learning that two children had caught 
the disease, he went at once to the house, which 
stands apart from any others, demanded the 
key and locked the door on the outside, giving 
the key to a policeman with instructions neither 
to let any person out norin. He then made ar- 
rangements for a medical man to call every day, 
and also that the family be provided with all 
necessary provisions and medicines three times a 
day, When the provisions arrive the policeman 
Jays the basket on a balcony on the front of the 
door, unlocks the door, knocks, and retires. [The 
mistress of the house takes the goods in, when 
the policeman relocks the door. As there is a 
large inclosed yard behind the house, the family 
do not suffer for want of exercise or fresh air. 
The whoie of the children are now sick. The 
Mayor pays the man half his usual wages and 
Mr. H. ee Ives, his employer, the other halt. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury has received a request from the 
Governor of Massachusetts for the appointment 
of medical inspectors on the Canadian border 
east of Lake Ontario to inspect passengers ar- 
riving by rail through Northern Vermont, and 
the matter is now under consideration with a 
view of complying with the request. 

HauiFrax, Nova Scotia, Sept. 21.—A re- 
ported case of smallpox at Wallace Harbor, 
Cumberland County, has caused a considerable 
scare among the residents. A sailor who was 
landed there by an American vessel afterward 
became ill, and the doctors pronounced the dis- 
ease smallpox. 





RANLAN AND COURTNEY. 


THE AMERICAN CHAMPION’S POOR OPINION 
OF THE GREAT CHALLENGER, 

Conogs, N. Y., Sept. 21.—Hanlan and his 
partner, Lee, are in daily practice oyer the 
Laureate course for the coming race with Court- 
ney and Conley, which occurs at Pleasure Island 
Oct. 10. Hanlan’s weight is 165, but he says he 
will get down to 153. Lee weighs 158. Hanlan 
said that Courtney’s recent fast time did not 
worry him, because he considered the time not 
above the ordinary when it is understood that 


Courtney had smooth water up stream anda 
current to assist him in returning. Hanlan 
thought the course for the race would suit him. 

In speaking about a single seull race with 
Courtney Hanlan said: ‘*I could have beaten 
Courtney at Lachine almost a quarter of a 
mile. In that race Courtney asked me twice to 
slacken up and give him ashow. Why, Court- 
ney is a very commonplace, ordinary sculler, 
and Conley issuperior to him. My fastest three 
miles was made in Australia, when, in a trial 
heat, I covered the distance in 19 minutes and 13 
seconds. My fastest five miles; was at 
Chautauqua Lake, in which ti spun 
oyer it in 83 minutes and 65644 _ seconds, 
and I can do better than that. I consider 
Teemer the best sculler in the United States, and 
Iexpect a hot time inthe coming contest with 
him. Lee and I feel confident of winning the 
coming double contest.” 

Hanian said that he would row Courtney for 
$5,000 at any time and place, but he believed it 
would take two or three teams of mules to get 
Courtney on the water for such a contest. Wal- 
lace Ross, he thinks, is not well and is retrograd- 
ing instead of advancing as an Oarsman. 


THE LAPORTE MURDER TRIAL. 

HUNTINGDON, Penn., Sept. 21.—In the 
Laporte murder trial to-day the defense pro- 
ceeded to build up a strong case of hereditary 
insanity, and endeavored to improve their posi- 
tion by showing that the prisoner, Jack Laporte, 
was of an exceptionally peaceable and gener- 
ous disposition, while Irwin, the deceased man, 
was unusually quarrelsome. Judge John La- 
porte, father of the prisoner, was the first wit- 
ness called. He testified that his mother and 
sister and his son, Lemuel, who strikingly re- 
sembled Jack, were insane, and that Jack him- 
self was of a melancholy, taciturn, and restless 
temperament. He denied that the damagin 
conversation between Jack and Squire Kinch a 
the latter’s office had occurred, and said that 
Jack was overpowered with grief and amaze- 
ment when first informed of the charge against 
him. Mrs. Mary Laporte, the prisoner’s aged 
mother, followed by his brother and two sisters, 
corroborated the father’s testimony in all essen- 
tial points. Dr. George D. Ballantyne, who had 
examined the prisonerin jail after his commit- 
tal, testified to finding numerous bruises and 
scratches on his hands and face, which must 
have bled profusely. This evidence will be used 
by the defense in explaining the presence of 
blood upon the prisoner's suspenders. Numer- 
ous acquaintances of Laporte this afternoon 
testified to his peculiar and erratic disposition, 
but presented nothing that materially helped 
the defense.

MR. HIBBS TO BE EXTRADITED. 

Orrawa, Sept. 21.—On application of the 
United States Government, the Minister of Jus- 
tice has issued an order for the extradition of 
Isaac N. Hibbs, late Postmaster at Lewiston, 
Idabo Territory, who was arrested at Harrison 
River, British Columbia, June last, for forging 
names to money orders until he had obtained 
$20,000 from the Treasury. In April last Hibbs 
made outalarge number of fictitious money 


orders payable to J. G. Wilson, Pierce City, 
Idaho,a person not in existence. They were 
drawn on several Post Offices in different States 
of the Union. He then forwarded these 
orders to banks in cities in which were the 
Post Offices on which the fictitious money 
orders had been drawn. Letters signed 
*J. G. Wilson, Pierce City,” accompanied, the 
orders requesting the banks to collect the money 
at the Post Office named, and to keep it on de- 
posit till called for. At the same time Hibbs in 
his capacity of Postmaster would advise the 
Post Offices in question concerning the money 
orders, to the effect that they were all right. 
The Post Offices, therefore, on having the orders 
presented to them, paid the amounts they called 
for at the banks. This done, letters would be 
sent by Hibbs signed ** J. G. Wilson, Pierce City, 
Idaho,” requesting the banks to forward the 
money. The banks generally remitted the 
amounts in national currency by registered let- 
ters, which on arriving at Lewiston were ab- 
stracted from the mails by Hibbs.

HOG CHOLERA IN KANSAS. 

Topeka, Kan., Sept. 21.—Concerning the 
prevalence of hog choJerain Kansas the State 
Veterinarian says: “There are 80 counties in 
this great State infected by hog cholera. This 
-year the disease is more prevalent than at any 
time within the history of the State, and the 
losses will!undoubtedly reach $100,000 or more.” 
Large numbers of hogs are being shipped to 
market that are infected with this disease, and 
as a conseguence it is appearing in counties not 
before infected. It isaiso a fact that nearly 
every stock yard in the eastern part of Kansas Is 
infected, and all hogs snipped through these 
yards are exposed to infection, The Veterina- 
rian says that the treatment of hog cholera with 
the object of securing a recovery does not pay. 
He urges that the animals be killed and burned 
the moment they showsigns of sickness and 
active measures taken for the suppression of the 
disease, to prevent its introduction from other 
States, by imposing a quarantine of 15 days on 
all shipments.

A MANIAO TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 21.—For some time 
past Francis B. O’Donneil, aged 32 years, and his 
brothers Edward and George, have been the pro- 
prietors of the Koxbury Gazette. Francis had 
peen suffering from aberration of the mind. 
Yesterday morning he became worse and his 
brothers induced him to accompany them to the 
office of Dr. Williams. Upon entering the office 
he became unmanageable and jumped through 
a window, carrying the sash with him. Those 
in the room succeeded, however, in securing him 
in time to save him from being dashed upon the 
pavement below. Upon being again placed in 
the room, he suddenly seized a cup that stood on 
the table and broke it into fragments. Instantly 
he secured a sharp piece of the vessel, and before 
hig movements could be arrested, drew it rapidly 
across his throat from ear to ear. Then dropping 
his weapon, he grasped with his hands the ex- 
posed arteries and tore them trom his neck. He 
died while being taken to the hospital. 








AT WORK WITH THE CHINESE. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Sept. 21.—Work 
was resumed at the Rock Springs coal mines this 
forenoon.

SANBQRN’S DUAL LIFE. 
—_ oe 
THE SECRETS WHICH WERE REVEALED 
AFTER HIS DEATH. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 21.—The revelations 
regarding the doyble life which was led by Ea- 
ward S. Sanborn, who was known to tk? police 
and debauchees of this city as the wealthy pro- 
prietor of anumber of houses of bad repute, 
and to the citizens of his native town—Kingston, 
N. H.—asa benevolent and philanthropical old 
gentleman, have created a sensation throughout 
New-England, which is soon to be increased by 
the presentation of the revolting facts of his 
career ina court of justice during a contest of 
his will. Sanborn died here in one of his in- 
famous houses on Sept. 4, and three days later 
he was buried with imposing ceremonies in 


Kingston. For 30 years, while engaged in his 
nefarious business in Boston, he retained the re- 
spect and esteem of the people of Kingston, 
where he continued to hold his residence, and it 
was only after his death that his real character 
was brought to light among the people who had 
delighted to honor him, His story is one of the 
most singular on record as that of a man who 
for 30 years maintained a dual existence without 
being betrayed, 

When Sanborn came to Boston he invested his 
money in houses of prostitution at the West 
End, and as he was very miserly in his personal 
expenses he rapidly acquired a fortune which 
was estimated a few years ago at $250,000. In 
the meantime, in 1868, be met a young woman, 
then but 18 years old, named Julia A. Hilton, be- 
tween whom and himself there seems to have 
been a genuine affection. They were not mar- 
ried, but they lived together, and the woman 
was a partner in all Sanborn's enterprises. Their 
property interests were kept separate, however, 
and when Julia diedin April last she made San- 
born the residuary legatee of her estate, which 
is estimated at about $82,000. Sanborn had 
always intended to have her buried by his side, 
and had erected a marble monument on his plot 
in the Kingston Cemetery, bearing both his own 
name and Core, but he was ill at the time of her 
death, and her friends claimed her hody and re- 
moved it from Boston. They are now contest- 
ing the will by which she made Sanborn her 
principal heir. 

In the meantime Sanborn was constantly 
poms before the people of Kingston as a phi- 

anthropist. He gave his mouey freely to aid 
the churches of his native place, and was liberal 
in subscribing to public improvements. He was 
so highly esteemed that six years ago his grate- 
ful fellow-citizens elected him to the New- 
Hampshire Legislature. The man was desirous 
of leaving his money to aid in some object that 
would perpetuate his name, and five years ago 
he made a will bequeathing to Dartmouth Col- 
lege $40,000, and dividing the residue of his estate 
among his three sisters, their children, and ason 
of ex-Goy. Noyes, of Ohio, who was one of his 
schoolmates. He was taken ill soon after, and 
his relatives proposed placing him in an in- 
sane asylum. This so enraged him that after 
he recovered he determined to disinherit them. 
Then he decided to found and endow an academy 
at Kingston. Miss Hilton joined him in tbe 
scheme, and one of the finest structures for edu- 
cational purposes in New-Hampshire was erected 
in the centre of the town. It cost about $55,00( 
and it was completed about a year ago. In the 
library is a fine marble bust of Miss Hilton, and 
in the hall on the grouna floor is a similar bust 
of Sanborn. In his second will, which was made 
on April 14, 1888, Sanborn, after making some 
minor bequests, makes the Trustees of the sem- 
inary the residuary legatees. This will is to be 
contested by Dartmouth College and the sisters 
of the dead man, on the ground that Sanborn 
was insane when he made it, and in the trial all 
the remarkable facts in regard to his 30 years of 
dual existence will be fully brought out,

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION TO BE DENIED 
PUBLIC SCHOOL PUPILS. 

Sr. Louris, Sept. 21.—The Rev. Father 
James McCaffrey, of St. Patrick’s Church, has 
created something of a sensation among his 
parishioners and the people of other parishes by 
announcing from his pulpit that the Catho- 
lic children of his church who are sent 
to the public schools will not be prepared 
for their first communion by any of 
the priests of the parish, nor would they 
be received and given instructions for the 
celebration of that event by the priests of the 


Jesuits’ church, Father McCaffrey has just 
returned from Europe. He _ has been the 
parish priest of St. Patrick’s Church for many 
years, and has worked hard to free the parish 
from debt and to complete and clear from in- 
debtedness a large school] building. Now that 
he has to a great extent succeeded he is natur- 
ally indignant that his parishioners should be 
s0 wanting in respect as to send their boys and 
girls to the public schools. He has let down all 
the bars for them, giving free school- 
ing to those who claim it and_ free 
books to a large class of poor children. 
But in spite of this it appears that a great 
many children are sent to the public schools, 
and the marked number of these at the begin- 
ning of the present school year is, no doubt, the 
source and cause of Father McCatfrey’s dictum, 
He distinguished himself about two years ago 
by starting off one Sunday tothe Jesuits’ church 
for the purpose of thinning out the Sunday 
school flock of the latter institution. The Jes- 
uits’ parish adjoins Father McCaffrey's, and a 
great many people who get tired of Father Mc- 
Caffrey’s frequent scoldings send their chil- 
dren to the Jesuits, who are more easy and 
careful in their methods. Father McCaffrey, 
after threatening these people in vain, 
and after making all sorts of efforts to have 
the children remain in the Sunday school of St. 
Patrick’s Parish, entered the Jesuits’ Sunday 
school, and in a very short time picked out ang 
set aside eyery one of the children belonging to 
his parish. There were 100 or more of the little 
ones, who stood in tearful rows trembling at the 
Father’s sudden and alarming onslaught. Then 
when he had taken out every face that he knew 
he marched them off to his Sunday school, him- 
self leading the procession. This action, of 
course, created a great deal of talk and resulted 
in very little good, the abducted Sunday scholars 
returning to the Jesuits the following Sunday. 
te Father McCaffrey’s declaration against the 
public schools has been thought by some to bo 
aue to instructions from the Vicar-Geaeral or 
a higher power to carry out the wishes of the 
Baltimore Councilin this respect, but this is 
hardly the case, since Vicar-General Brady 
when seen thig morning, said that no special 
order had been issued. Further than this he 
would not discuss the matter, and he only ex- 
promed a desire that no publicity be given it. 
t is understood that the Vicar-General sympa- 
thizes with Father McCaffrey, knowing that he 
has a hard line of duty to keep his parish up to 
the mark.

NEw-ORLEANS, Sept. 21.—The Produce 
Exchange have adopted resolutions to the effect 
that they learn with astonishment that the Col- 
lector of the Port of New-York has recom- 
mended the Secretary of the Treasury to per- 
mit the introduction of broken rice at 20 per 
cent. ad valorem duty, and also the following:

THE SMITH COURT-MARTIAL. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Messrs. Hunton and 
Chandler, counsel for Paymaster-General Joseph A. 
Smith, of the navy, this morning filed a petition in the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia asking that 
8 writ of prohibition be issued restraining the Secre- 
tary of the Navy from further proceedings in relation 
to the charges against their client. The Smith court- 
martial reassembled at il o’clock this morning, in 
compliance with the orders issued by Secretary Wrhit- 
ney jast week, and each member was served with a 
notice of the application made by the counsel 
to the Supreme Court. Secretary Whitney was 
served with a similar notice, in consequence of which 
he directed the court to adjourn for two weeks. The 
sppliceigon of counsel sets forth that the office of 

auymaster-General is a civil one, the functions of 

hich are discretionary with the incumbent, subject 
to the upproval of the Secretary of the Navy, and 
that the court-martial has no jurisdiction in the prem- 
ises. This proceeding differs trom that taken by the 
counsel of Dr. Wales, the latter applying for a writ of 
habeas corpus to relieve the accused from the military 
arrest. The court, in the Wales case, did not decide 
upon the point of jurisdiction of courts-martial. Coun- 
sel have asked to be heard upon this application next 
Wednesday at 10 o’clock. A decision favorable to the 
accused would, it is held, have the effect to nullify the 
sentence of the court-martial.

ETIES OF THIS CITY. 

Twenty-three Italian associations cele 
brated the anniversary of the entry of the 
Italian-troops into Rome yesterday. They first 
had a parade down South Fifth-avenue to the 
City Hall, where they were reviewed by Mayor 
Grace, and then they went to Union Park, Har- 
lem, at One Hundred and Thirty-third-street 
and East River. The scene there grew very 
animated; soldiers in red and green uniforms, 
with plumed helmets and feathered hats, 
clanking swords and gaudy chevrons, daz- 
zled the Italian maidens and many girls of 
other nationalities who had come to see the fun. 


Italian wines and American beer were in great 
demand, and all the sports common t0 a picnic 
whether German, Irish, or French, were in ful 
blast, Between every dance a magician gave ex- 
hibitions of sleight of hand. The longest Eng- 
lish word for this performance is prestidigita- 
tion, but the Italians call it Scina Miloromantica- 
fantasticamimicaidraulicaprestidigitativa, which 
iseven longer than the Greek word for bash. 
The artist, Signor Poletti, as his greatest 
feat pronounced this word three times without 
taking breath or swallowing his tongue, and 
superlative applause rewarded him. 

Meanwhile the reception room was crowded. 
The honorary guests were Count de Foresta, 


Baroli, attaché of the legation; Capt. G. B. Raffo, 
the Italian Consul-General, and Attilio Monaco, 
the Vice-Consul. G. Cayagnaro was President. 
Here speeches of welcome and congratulation 
were delivered in the mellifiuous Italian tongue. 
Among others present were Signor Thomas P. 
Walsh and the Hon. H. W. Jaehne, Vice-Presi-

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 








CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—The leading produce mare 
kets averaged more active to-day and stronger on 
Wheat and Provisions, while Corn and Qats were 
lower.

Lard showed 
little change, but closed tirm at $6 25 for October, with 
November at 12}¢c. discount and January at 10¢. dis« 
count, Ribs were almost lifeless, but closed 5c. higher, 
at $5 824g for October and November nominal at 45c. 
discount. Cash sales were reported of 800 tierces 
Lard at $6 25, and 1,605 m. Green Hams, partly at 7c. 
for December. 

Flour was fairly active on local account, with some 
inguiry for shipment, and the feeling was very firm in 
8ympathy with Wheat. It was understood that sev- 
eral export orders were on the market, some of which 
were probably tilled but will not be reported till to- 
morrow. Sales were noted of 1.050 bbls. and 
8,200 sacks or about 8,550 bbis., mostly on 
private terms. Wheat was much stronger, but 
not very active. The smallness of receipts at primary 
points in this country and the fear of war growing out 
of the complications in Kastern Europe were addition. 
al reasons for more firmness of tone. Milwaukee sent 
some buying orders early in theday; there was little 
Wheat on sale till Jones threw about 250,000 bushels, 
which was accepted b some of the boys 
ay 2 challenge and they went in on the 
bull side.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi-

The resignation of Mr. Dorman B, 
E.aToN as member of the Civil Service 
Covnmission has been in the hands of the 
Prestident for some time and announces a 
purpose Mr. Eaton has long contem- 
platecl. It was originally to take effect on 
the 15h of next month, but the date may 
be deferred if the suit brought in the Cir- 
cuit Court here against Mr. EaTon as 
Commissioner should not then be dis- 
posed of. Mr. Earon’s labors in the com- 
mission have been faithful and valuable. 
His services to the cause of reform will 
not cease with his resignation, but will be 
continued with the ardor and energy that 
have always characterized him, and 
though directed in different channels 
they will be no less effective. The reform 
movement, great as has been its progress, 
is still in its infancy, and Mr. Eaton’s 
thorough knowledge and unflagging zeal 
will find a wide field for some time to 
come. 








Within a few months our cheerful 
illusions about the Canadian Indian 
Bureau and the Canadian Land Office 
have been dispelled. It now appears that 
Canadian stockholders have as little to 
teach stockholders on this side of the line 
as Canadian contractors have to learn 
from American contractors. Some hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, it is re- 
ported, of the Canadian Pacific stock- 
holders’ money has been pocketed by 
the contractors through the simple de- 
vice of bribing the engineers to make 
false certificates of measurement. In 
only one point are our preconceived 
notions of the Arcadian simplicity of the 
Dominion borne out, and that is in the 
scale of the predatory operations, This 
difference in the customs of the two 
countries was noticeable in the exposures 
of the-Canadian Indian Bureau. It is still 
more noticeable in thestory of the Canadi- 
an Pacific. ‘‘ Detectives have discovered,” 
says the report, “‘ that engineers receiving 
salaries of $100 a month were wealthy 
landed proprietors, some of them being

The official figures show that there were 
235 deaths from smallpox in Montreal last 
week. But the official statistics are in- 
complete. The whole, number was at 
least 250. The epidemic has appeared in 
the neighboring farming districts, and 
cases are found almost every day in 
cities on this side of the line. The dis- 
ease has already been taken from Mon- 
trealito Chicago, Haverhill, Mass.; Boston, 
and Little Falls, in this State. Many 
persons in the United States will suffer 
for the ignorance and stupidity of the 
French Canadians of Montreal and for the 
incompetence of those who hold office in 
that city. Our National Government is 
trying to protect the people of Michigan 
because the Governor of that State asked 
for assistance. Upon requisition from Gov. 
HILL it would appoint inspectors for the 
northern boundary of New-York. Our 
State Board of Health is, we understand, 
unable to do what ought to be done in 
this respect because Gov. HILL cut off its 
supplies by a veto. It does not appear 
that the cases tecently discovered in this 
city can be charged to Montreal. They 
will probably be traced to young NEv- 
MANN, who brought the disease across the 
ocean from Hamburg, where the board- 
ing houses used by emigrants are little 
better than pest houses. 











The cholera has caused a panic in 
Palermo, and thirty thousand persons 
have fled from the city. The advance of 
the disease is unprecedented. In four 
days the daily mortality rose from 3 to 
185. Two or three nights ago there 
was a grand illumination and uni- 
versal celebration in honor of the 
appearance of the vision of a saint 
bearing the assurance that the epi- 
demic would soon disappear. Now the 
people are mobbing the sanitary officers 
whenever an attempt is made to disinfect 
places where the disease prevails, In 
view of these facts it is not so remarkable 
that ‘‘the epidemic is increasing with 
frightful rapidity.” 











The German Trade Commission recently 
dispatched to Central and South America 
is said by the Mexican Financier to be “ not 
likely to be deceived by the notion that 
all thaé is necessary to secure the trade of 
a country is to establish a steamship line.” 
Germany has already a fair share of the 
direct trade of Mexico, and controls a 
considerable portion of the trade of Mex- 
ico with other nations, and her merchants 
are firmly established in many of the 
principal commercial centres. The feel- 
ing in favor of liberal commercial treaties 
with Europe is apparently growing in 
Mexico, and will take a more pronounced 
form if Congress should fail at the ap- 
proaching session to pass an act to carry 
into effect our own commercial treaty 
with Mexico. Even then, as remarked 
by the Financier, “the United States 
customs tariff must be considerably re- 
duced on raw materials before the manu- 
facturers of that country can wrest the 
trade of South America from England, 
France, Germany, and Spain.” 








THE CONVENTION. 


The Republican Convention meets to- 
day with good intentions, half a dozen 
candidates, and no dictator. Its temper, 
as indicated by the professions of dele- 
gates likely to be influential in shaping 
its action, is one of unusual deference to 
the intelligent masses of the party. It 
is not a politicians’ convention. It 
is disposed to profit by some rather 
severe lessons of the recent past. If we 
rightly understand its composition, it con- 
tains no element which will seek by 
means fair or foul to nominate some am- 
bitious gentleman who has conceived the 
notion that the Governorship of this 
State is an extremely desirable office. 
Even the most active and zealous cham- 
pions of individual candidates are appar- 
ently disposed to sacrifice their personal 
preferences to the single aim of making a 
strong ticket. 

It is altogether unusual for a New- 
York Republican Convention to meet in 
such aspirit. Self-respecting Republicans 
who have been disgusted and disheart- 
ened by the selfishness and folly of the 
party’s leaders in the past will*be encour- 
aged by it. This gratifying disposition to 
win and deserve the approval of the very 
considerable number of persons whose 
participation in politics is confined to 
thinking and voting shows that even a 
practical politician is a tractable being. 
Faction differences, to be sure, are not 
wholly forgotten, nor is the olive branch 
the only emblem visible among the dele- 
gates. But our dispatches indicate that 
the general feeling is so strongly against 
the revival of old disputes as to make 
the prediction of harmony in spirit 
and in action asafe one. Animated by 
such commendable purposes, the prospect 
is that the convention will present to the 
voters of the party a ticket bearing the 
names of able and upright men. Of the 
aspirants for the nomination, those whose 
success would be the greatest misfortune 
for the party seem to be least likely to 
gain the prize. The majority of the del- 
egates evidently wish to guard against the 
mistake of driving much needed votes 
over to any fairly acceptable Democratic 
candidate. The chief dangers of the con- 
vention, in our opinion, lie in considering 
only the elements of strength which the 
chosen candidate may possess without 
sufficiently examining sources of weak- 
ness, and, secondly, in thrusting into the 
prominence of a nomination some medi- 
ocre, though unobjectionable, man, who 
will altogether fail to inspire the voters 
with a feeling that it is worth while to go 
to the polls. 

The Democracy of the State, through

has already lost beyond recall a considera- 
ble portion of the independent vote which, 
in certain contingencies, would have 
supported its candidates.

That will finish 
the business, STERLING the weigher and 
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Hitt the candidate will elect a Repub- 
lican to be the next Governor of New- 
York. 


MR. WARNER DISCOURAGED, 


.The Hon. ADONIRAM J. WARNER, Of 
Ohio, is said to be disappointed with 
the roception given to his silver com- 
promise by the Administration. Mr. 
WARNER is too easily cast down. He 
ought not so soon to expect that his com- 
promise will be accepted, even in princi- 
ple, by the Administration. It is too 
early for any such result for many rea- 
sons, of which one is quite sufficient. 








He produced a long time agoa medley of 


nounced as the basis of an understanding 
between the advocates and the opponents 
of the present Silver Coinage act, but he 
took care to add that the measure was 
not yet perfected and was open to modi- 
fication. Since that time he has appeared 
before the public at irregular intervals 
with the statement that he was still en- 
gaged in developing his remarkable meas- 
ure, but that he had not quite completed 
it. When he went to Washington it was 
still incomplete. Naturally he cannot ex- 
pect sensible and practical men in re- 
sponsible positions to express a decided 
opinion, certainly not a favorable one, re- 
garding a plan that is not yet really in 
existence. He cannot, in homely phrase, 
sell “a cat in a bag.” 

The Administration has been much 
blamed for what is assumed to have been 
its course on Mr. WARNER'S proposi- 
tions, but the blame has come in so nearly 
equal proportions from opposite sources 
that one part may be set off against the 
other. It is clear that the Treasury De- 
partment and the President are quite 
within their proper province when they 
consider candidly and carefully any prop- 
osition regarding a matter like the silver 
law made by a member of Congress with 
a known following. The Executive can- 
not make laws, but the President is called 
upon by the Constitution to make recom- 
mendations, and it will hardly be denied 
that in doing so he is not only entitled, but 
required, to consider what can be done as 
well as what should be done. It is not 
true that the Administration has made 
advances to, or invited consultation with, 
the advocates of silver coinage, but it is 
true that the latter have submitted propo- 
sitions for legislation of the incomplete 
character that we have described. This 
being so, the Administration could hardly 
decline to give them respectful attention. 
But it is becoming more and more plain 
that the only practical relief from the 
present situation is the suspension of the 
coinage of silver dollars. Whatever can 
be done beyond that may be done later, 
but there is no apparent probability of any 
further action being agreed upon as a con- 


dition to the suspension. 
The recent heavy dropin silver which 


has brought the intrinsic value of the 
standard dollar down to 79 cents has 
opened a good many eyes to the dangers 
involved in the present law. The feeling 
that is growing in the business commu- 
nity in favor of suspension is not confined 
to any section. Merchants and manufact- 
urers in the East recognize that the silver 
law, with the uncertainty that it causes, 
is a serious obstacle to the revival of 
trade. And they see that it may interfere 
very palpably with the particular credit 
that it is necessary for them to obtain, 
because the doubt as to the currency 
makes banks cautious as to time loans. 
Capital is held well in hand when there is 
such an element of uncertainty as this. 
We may decry such a policy, but we can- 
not prevent it, and whatever inconven- 
ience it brings can only be avoided by 
repealing or suspending the law that 
gives rise to the uncertainty. 

In the West and South there are very 
many and significant indications that the 
practical and enterprising business men 
of those sections have had their fill of the 
silver dollars represented by certificates. 
The Chicago Times of recent date re- 
marking on the action of the Treasury in 
refusing to send out any more silver cer- 
tificates, free of cost for transportation, 
heartily approves that course. ‘‘ It is not 
for the Treasury,” it says, ‘“‘to provide 
free transportation of funds, There was 
no more propriety in _ transferring 
$23,000,000 of silver certificates to the 
West and South last year at the 
public expense than there would have 
been in transferring $28,000,000 worth 
of wheat from Chicago to New-York at 
public expense. Whatis more, the West 
and South have been sufficiently flooded 
with silver certificates by the New-York 
bankers, The people of those sections are 
not crying for more of that inferior stuff. 
They are well pleased that the Treasury 
Department has decided to stop giving the 
New-York bankers a premium for loading 
them down with that stuff.” Such ex- 
pressions as these show a sentiment in sec- 
tions heretofore counted on by the silver 
men that may, and we believe will, be 
felt in the opposite direction when Con- 
gress meets. Then it may comfort Mr. 
Warner for the cool reception given to 
his compromise that there will be no need 
for it. 


WARD'S INSOLENT DEMAND. 

FERDINAND WARD, a swindler and thief 
who ought now to be suffering punish- 
ment for his crimes in State prison, is 
living comfortably in Ludlow-Street Jail, 
where he is held in the custody of the 
Sheriff under orders of arrest in civil pro- 
ceedings begun by the late J. NELSON 
TAPPAN and by WILLIAM H. BincHam. 
He has been indicted for grand lar- 
ceny, but has not been brought to trial. 
He has recently testified in the suit 
brought against WILLIAM S. WARNER by 
his individual Assignee, Gzor@s C. Hott, 
who asks that WarRD's conveyance of his 
real estate to WARNER shall be set aside in 
order that Warp’s creditors shall have 
the benefit of this property. But in this 
suit he has not yet been cross-examined. 
His direct testimony exhibits his own 
rascality very plainly. WaRNER not only 
secured the real estate immediately after 
the failure of Grant & Warp, but before 
the failure he had drawn from Warp 
upon his investments immense sums in 
the shape of “profits” upon mythical 
| apeculations, The creditors of Warp and

conflicting provisions, which he calmly an- ' 


of the broken firm would like to get hold 
of the real estate and also to reclaim 
from WARNER and his associates those 
“profits,” which are believed to 
have been at least $1,500,000. They 
hope, it is said, that Warp’s cross- 
examination will reveal certain facts 
that will enable them to recover this 
money. But at this interesting stage of 
the proceedings WARD refuses to be cross- 
examined unless he shall be assured that 
the trial of the criminal suits against him 
will be postponed for some months, or 
indefinitely. That is his price, h. says, 
and unless it shall be paid he will not 
open his mouth. 

There are five indictments upon which 
criminal proceedings against WARD in the 
State courts are to be based. In them he 
is charged with the crime of grand larce- 
ny. Hehas also been indicted by a Fed- 
eral Grand Jury for having aided JamEs 
D. FisH in defrauding the national bank 
of which he was a Director. But the 
United States authorities must wait 
until the State courts shall have done 
their work. The lawyers who are 
interested in the civil suits are striving to 
induce District Attorney MaRTINE to yield 
and postpone the criminal trials. They 
argue that if Warp shall refuse to be 
cross-examined they will fail to get any- 
thing out of WaRNER for the creditors, 
But they are not able to show that even 
if he should be cross-examined his testi- 
mony would be sufficient for their pur- 
poses. 

The criminal trial was set down for the 
middle of June. It was postponed, and 
the District Attorney gave notice that he 
would call the case up at the beginning of 
the October term. He still intends to call 
it up at that time, although it appears 
that he might consent to a short delay if 
it could be shown that such a delay 
*‘ would result in compelling WARNER to 
disgorge any ill-gotten gains.” 

But on one side are the creditors and on 
the other are the people whom the Dis- 
trict Attorney represents. On one side 
are private interests and on the other are 
public interests. If any person has wrong- 
fully got possession of millions of the 
money that passed through WaRp’s hands 
he should be forced to give up this money, 
but it is far more important that this 
great swindler and thief should re- 
ceive for his crimes the punishment 
he so richly deserves. It is espe- 
cially important that he should be 
punished now without delay, because a 
year and four months have already 
elapsed since his guilt became known. 
There should be no further postponement 
of his trial. His insolent demand should 
only cause a more vigorous and proiapt 
prosecution of the scoundrel who makes 
it. The people should no longer be able 
to say that the influence of rich men who 
profited by his rascality protects him, or 
that sham civil proceedings are stopping 
the machinery of justice. 

The prosecution, conviction, and pun- 
ishment of one of the greatest rascals of 
these days are far more to be desired than 
the recovery of the money which passed 
from him to other hands, whether those 
hands be those of accomplices or of inno- 
cent speculators. And it does not appear 
that postponement would insure the re- 
covery of that money. Nor is it plain 
that prompt prosecution will prevent such 
a recovery. 








THE HARLEM IMPROVEMENT. 


The steady northward growth of busi- 
ness and population on Manhattan Island 
gives importance to the report which 
Lieut.-Col. W. McFarLanp has made to 
Gen. NEWTON on the present condition and 
prospects of the project for connecting the 
Harlem with the Hudson River. Various 
surveys of different routes for this water- 
way have resulted in the selection of a cut 
through Dyckman’s Meadows as the least 
expensive. Of course an existing water 
connection is furnished by Spuyten Duy- 
vil Creek, but the objection to making 
that the entire basis of the new rouie 
for large vessels is its narrow and 
tortuous course. The cut through 
Dyckman’s Meadows will be shorter; 
but, on the other hand, it will have to 
pass for a part of the way through 
solid rock. Inorder to reduce the amount 
of excavation at this point as much as 
possible the route will be made here only 
three hundred and fifty feet wide, while 
on the remainder of the line to the Hud- 
son, following as far. as possible the Spuy- 
ten Duyvil, the width will be four hun- 
dred feet. It is believed that the contrac- 
tion of the proposed cut through Dyck- 
man’s Meadows will, so far as concerns 
extra resistance to the flow of water, be 
more than counterbalanced by the actual 
channel through Spuyten Duyvil by the 
way of King’s Bridge, which is to be left 
open. 

A careful examination of the waters in 
this locality shows that instead of there 
being a free exchange of tides between 
the Harlem and the creek ‘there is 
practically a divide somewhere near Ford- 
ham Bridge between the tides flowing 
from the East River into the Harlem 
River and from the Hudson River into 
Spuyten Duyvil Creek.” But as a result 
of many observations, Col. McFarRLAND 
concludes that ‘‘the preponderance of 
flow will be toward the Hudson.” 

It is somewhat strange that, while Con- 
gress has done all that can fairly be asked 
for beginning this great work, local ob- 
stacles to its prosecution have been inter- 
posed. It is estimated that the whole cost 
of the project will be about $2,700,000. 
Of this sum $400,000, or more than one- 
seventh, was appropriated by Congress at 
least half a dozen years ago. The con- 
dition, however, was added that the right 
of way must first be secured to the 
Government free of cost. The local 
owners manifested so little eagerness to 
meet this condition by dedicating their 
property to the Government that an ap- 
peal was made to the Legislature at Al- 
bany. Col. McoFarRLAaNnD mentions that 
the report of the Commissioners appointed 
under the authority of the Legislature has 
been completed and handed in to the Su- 
preme Court, where final action is to be 
taken. Even this step, however, does not 
decisively prove that the project is any 
nearer consummation, since it is believed 





| by the army engineers that efforts will be 





made during the coming Winter to revoke 
such legislation on the subject as has 
been procured, as a means of setting aside 
the assessments made under it. 

Sooner or later this great scheme must 
in some form be carried out. It is evi- 
dent from the reports of the military offi- 
cers that there is no engineering difficulty 
whatever in the way, while the cost is 
small compared with the great and per- 
manent benefits that will be secured to the 
chief commercial city of the country. 
We cannot conceive of this city gradually 
filling up, with its warehouses and its res- 
idences, the island on which it is situated, 
without having free navigation for its 
commerce all around the island. Exactly 
what effect onspecial branches of the 
business of the city will be produced by 
opening this new route between the Har- 
lem and the Hudson cannot now be fore- 
cast. That the project will be of general 
commercial benefit in the future can 
hardly be questioned. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that the obstacles which have 
hitherto beset it will be removed by fair 
and just action, and that a beginning may 
soon be made on the actual work of exca- 
vation. This work is not likely to be fin- 
ished before the need of the new water- 
way will be felt. 











SOCIALISM IN LONDON. 


The suppression of a public meeting in 
England may not be an absolute novelty. 
But it is many years since the prevention 
of a public meeting was intrusted to the 
police, unless, as in the celebrated case of 
BEALE’s public meeting in Hyde Park, the 
meeting was called for a forbidden place 
or time. The attempt to prevent the hold- 
ing of the Socialist meeting yesterday had 
no such pretext. It was announced be- 
forehand that the meeting would be sup- 
pressed on the simple ground that it was 
a Socialist meeting and that seditious 
sentiments might be expected to proceed 
from some of the speakers. 

Such a procedure is not unknown in 
New-York. The police have exercised 
judicial functions at the expense of such 
prophets as Most and ScnHwaB, denying 
them a chance to be heard. Theaction of 
the police was of questionable lawfulness 
in New-York. The police did not know 
what Socialism was, but they believed it 
to be catching, and therefore thought it 
their duty to stamp it out, by vigorous 
measures of repression, on its first appear- 
ance. The same ground was at one time 
taken by the New-York police with re- 
gard to Abolitionist meetings. They were 
suppressed either directly by the police or 
indirectly with the connivance of the po- 
lice by mobs, 

It needs no argument to prove that the 
judgment of a Captain or Superintendent 
of Police on the tendency of doctrines 
which he does not permit to be taught is 
generally worthless. The suppression of 
a meeting on account of what it is pre- 
sumed that the speakers may say is as 
much an infringement upon the freedom 
of speech as the suppression of a news- 
paper for an article it was expected to 
print would be upon the freedom of the 
press. In England and in the United 
States it has become a matter of pride 
that Government was so firmly established 
in the good-will of its citizens that it could 
afford to pass contemptuously by, except 
in time of actual war, all seditious speeches 
and writings, letting the authors of them 
go unpunished unless and until they had 
borne fruit in unlawful action. It was at 
this point that the interference of the 
police was regarded as proper and useful. 
But now in London not only is seditious 
speech treated as an offense against public 
order, but a speaker is arrested before 
speaking lest he say something that the 
police might regard as seditious if they 
allowed him to get it out. 

This is a Continental, as opposed to an 
English, view of the function of Govern- 
ment and the limits of popular liberty. It 
means much more in London than it would 
mean in New-York. The suppression of a 
Socialist meeting in New-York would mean 
only that the Police Commissioners were 
not clear in their minds about their duties, 
and that, the persons suppressed being of 
no estimation and being, indeed, com- 
monly regarded as public nuisances, 
nobody had taken the trouble to bring the 
police to account for their unlawful and 
oppressive action. The suppression of a 
Socialist meeting in London apparently 
means that the Home Secretary has given 
his sanction to the suppression. Other- 
wise the police would scarcely have vent- 
ured upon it. The Home Secretary can 
only justify his course by avowing a be- 
lief that the Socialist meeting was a 
serious threat to the public peace. 

This avowal would ascribe to the pro- 
ceedings of the London Socialists more 
importance than we believe them to pos- 
sess. They appear to be for the most part 
the same sort of Socialists whom we 
know and whom we fear no more than 
we respect, That is to say, they are 
made up of shirks and ruffians, with a 
slight admixture of amiable visionaries. 
Among our own Socialists there is no such 
amiable and accomplished visionary as 
Mr. WILLIAM Morris, but Mr. Morris 
cannot be an object of terror to any 
right-minded person. In so great a 
city as London there are _ representa- 
tives of every class, and doubtless 
there are representatives of the Russian 
Nihilists, the German Socialists, and the 
French Communists. But the lower Eng- 
lish classes do not take kindly to the 
teaching of any one of these classes, and 
itis unlikely that anything like the pub- 
lic disturbance would have followed the 
meeting, if it had been held without inter- 
ruption, as has followed the attempt of 
the police to suppress it. Public meetings 
of this kind, it has generally been held in 
English-speaking countries, afford con- 
venient safety valves for the harmless ex- 
pression of popular discontent. 

Dynamite is probably at the bottom{of 
this new method of dealing with discon- 
tented persons, Sir RICHARD Cross is fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of his Liberal pred- 
ecessor. Inasmuch as dynamite is used 
by Irish conspirators against England and 
also by Socialist conspirators on the Con- 
tinent, it is rashly assumed that the two 
parties that adopt the same means have 
in view the same ends, This assumption 
is quite unwarranted. Nothing about the 





Irish agitation is more marked than the 
failure of the agitators to make any 
effective alliance with the persons 
who are engaged in exploding dynamite 
under the thrones of Continental Europe. 
It does not appear that the Irish were 
concerned in the London meeting. If 
they had been, the Government could not 
have done a wiser thing than to encour- 
age their. eloquence, in the reasonable 
hope that it would gain some valuable in- 
formation by so doing. As it was, the 
meeting appears to have been organized 
in their own interest by those professional 
friends of the workingman who have a 
strong aversion to becoming workingmen 
themselves. A Government must be ina 
much more precarious state than the 
Government of Great Britain if it cannot 
afford to allow these persons to say their 
say without hindrance.

THE REV. DR. CARROLL ON THE CIVIL 
STATUS OF THE NEGRO, 

Waco, Texas, Sept. 21.—The Rev. Dr. 
Carroll, of this city, whose reply to Senator 
Richard Coke on the liquor question furnished 
the Prohibitionists of the State with their ablest 
argument, yesterday from his pulpit discussed 


the negro problem. There were amoung the doc- 
tor’s listeners several leading colored men of the 
State. Dr. Carroll argued that the negro is part 
and parcel of our domestic system. “ It is not.” 
said a ‘his fault that he is here, or that he is a 
free man ora voter. Neither is it the Southern 
man’s fault. His enfranchisement and civic righta 
area result of the reconstruction eery. he 
South said to the lawmakers of the Nation, 
“Hands off; we know the negro better than 
you do, and he knows us. Each likes and trusts 
the other. Leave us alone and we will deal 
wisely and fairly with him. We will Hft him 
up and teach him and see that he enjoys every 
right guaranteed him by law.” The promise 
thus made must be carried out to the letter. 
Sound and liberal economy demands that it 
shall’ be. There is much that is pathetic in 
the negroes. history and condition to appeal to 
oursympathy. During the great civil war when 
our men were away from home they were docile, 
kind, and obedient, and protected the women 
and children and toiled in the field to make 
bread forthem. Weowehim a debt of grati« 
tude for this. We are the stronger and dom-« 
inent race now; let us be generous in our 
strength, Let us succor him. Intellectually 
and morally let us uplift him. If he 
is 'eft in ignorance it will be a menaceto our 
institutions. Wecannot ignore him any more 
than the Egyptians could the Jews or the Cath. 
olics of France the Huguenots. He is here and 
here to stay, and from a Scriptural standpoint 
he is a human being and a brother. 

Dr. Carroll did not treat of the social status of 
the negro. This problem he left untouched. 
But his; broad and catholic views as to the civil 
status of the negro in the body politic will have 
a good effect.

Company, with mines in Will and Grundy 
Counties, in this State, to-day confessed judg- 
ment of $27,709 in favor of Eric L. Hedstrom, a 
Butfalo coal merchant, and Charles P. Wheeier 
was appointed Receiver of the company. The 
Eureka Company is a member of the Wil- 
mington Coal Association, and its property 
is valuable. Itis obliged to pay its employes 
twice a month, and failure to pay would result 
in litigation and stoppage of business. The 
company was unable to pay off its men last 
week, and goes into the hands of a Receiver ta 
prevent deterioration or gestruction of itg 
property. The business will go on as usual.

CHAMPIONING MR. MERRITT.

HE REV. DR. DEEMS MAKES HIS FIRST 
POLITICAL SPEECH. 

Much surprise was manifested last night 
at the meeting of the gentlemen of the Eighth 
Senatorial District to ratify the nomination of 
Stephen Merritt as Senator, when Peter Macdon- 
ald, the temporary Chairman, cast his eyes upona 
gentleman who had quietly entered, and calied 
out: * Dr. Deems, as you are present, kindly ad- 
dress us.””> The Rev. Dr. Deems was evidently 
taken by surprise, but he walked quietly for- 
ward, and, amid much applause, spoke at length: 

“T have never attended a primary.or other 
political meeting, until I dropped in at the 


opera house when you had your first meet- 
ing to nominate Mr. Merritt,” he said. “1 
am now over 60 years of age, and never 
made a political speech in my life. A 
more innocent and unsophisticated Ameri- 
can citizen never was called upon for a 
political speech. This has been so far from my 
course of life that I wish here, in the presence 
ot my fellow-citizens, on the first occasion I 
bave ever been called upon to speak on politics, 
to make a very humble and humiliating confes- 
zion. Gentiemen, I hardly ever voted until I 
was past 50 years ot age. Now and then, when 
there was a good man in the field and a bad one 
on the other side, without even telling my wife, 
| voted for him. 1 confess that from the time 
I attained my majority until I was 50 years 
old I was derelict as an American citizen. 
I look back upon all those years with nv pride. 
I used to be proud that I had never attended a 
political meeting. I used to ak that a clergy- 
man ought to have gy | o do with politics. 
I was entirely mistaken. found that all the 
bad men in New-York after I came to reside 
here were precisely of my opinion. [{Laughter.] 
I found that all the political hucksters, tricks- 
ters, and political prostitutes were exactly of 
my opinion—that no clergyman and no other 
decent man ought to teach politics. oo) 
I found that I delighted bad men because 
would have nothing to do with saying who 
should make and who should execute the laws of 
this great Republic under which I was born. I 
Gwe my conversion to a personal friend, the 
late Charles O’Conor, for whom | had a great re- 
gard as a man of integrity. 

“This is my first speech, and it may be the 
ruin of Mr. Merritt. But I am patriotic. Ifa 
man is not patriotic he isnot fit to teach the 
Gospel. lIsit not a timefor us to begin to do 
something to reform our politics? You know 
how all England and the civilized world have 
been thrilled at the revelations made by the Pail 
Mall Gazette? What are they? Simply this: 
That men and women were paid who would trade 
in human virtue for so many pounds, shillings, 
and pence. Gentlemen, I put it to your con- 
ecience, as thinking men, whether that is a ereat- 
er crime than to trade in politics and buy and sell 
men, offices, and positions which imperil the lib- 
erties of a great people. I do look with as much 
horror on the political huckster and trickster as 
I do uponthe men and women that sell girls. 
That is a pretty strong saying, but I stand by it. 
I shali vote for your candidate because I havea 
fancy for anything that will strike out the old, 
moldy, fixed movement of politics in the last 20 
years. By and by you will find other ministers 
of the Gospel willing to come among you who 
have no meeps ambition, and who would not 
change their positions for that of President of 
the United States, but who desire progress and 
freedom.” 

Dr. Deems was warmly cheered, and left the 
room immediately. Other speeches were made, 
to which Mr. Merritt responded. He wanted to 
be elected, he said, and would do al] he could to 
be honest. His enemies were trying to scare 
him out, but he didn’t think they could succeed. 
He was a thorn in their side, and he knew they 
would like to see him lying by Gen. Grant. He 
pven thought they would be willing to give him 
& handsome flag. “ But we'll paint the town 
black-—J mean red—yet,” he said.

MR. FLORENCE. 

Mr. Florence set before the audience at 
Daly’s Theatre last night—a numerous and ap- 
preciative audience, by the way—the old theat- 
rical version of *“‘Dombey & Son” which John 
Brougham made in the year of grace 1848, and 
which gave fame to the theatre on Cham- 
bers-street and fortune to William FE. 
Burton. For many years this piece was a 
partof Mr. Fiorence’s repertory, but since he 
received from Mr. B. E. Woolf that boon called 
“The Mighty Dollar” he has made use of 
few other plays, and “Dombey & Son” 
has been neglected. Yet as Cap’n Ed’ard 
Cuttle, of England, mariner, Mr. Fior- 
ence is seen to capital advantage. His realiza- 
tion of Dickens’s delightful old sea dog is full of 
natural humor and has moments of real pathos 


as Well; it isan unaffected and wholly pleasing 


performance. We doubt if Mr. Florence ever 
acted this character with more humor, earnest- 
ness, or tenderness than he bestowed 
upon it last evening. But, alas, there 
was nothing but Florence! The actors 
that delighted old-time New-Yorkers with 
realistic portraits of Mrs. Skewton and Edith, 
of Toots and Sol Gills, of Joey Bagstock and 


Bunsby, are all in their graves. The Dombey 
ot last night wore his hair long and bore 
himself like a third-rate actor off 
the boards: the Carker—oh, the memory 
of handsome George Jordan! Mr. Dunn wasa 
mild and placid Bagstock and a feeble Bunsby. 
The part of Florence was performed rather 
prettily by Miss Minnie Radcliffe. The revival 
Will attract attention during the week set apart 
for it, however, because of the mellow 
drollery of the Cap’n Cuttle. We doubt if 
Burton himself was so very much superior 
to Mr. Florence in this part, though of course 
Florence’s performance is modeled on Burton’s. 
The scene at the tea table in the !ast act, as Mr. 
Fiorence presented it last evening, is one of the 
most delicate bits of genuine comedy acting it 
has ever been our pleasure to witness. 

But theatregoers of the present day will not 
tolerate such scrappy, disconnected, and clums 
plays as Brougham’s * Dombey and Son,” which 
is nothing more than a series of etriking pas- 
sages from the novel arranged for stage represen- 
tation. The story had just been published when 
the drama was written, and Dickens’s populari- 
ty had reached that high point at which it re- 
mained for a quarter of a century. The play 
served its purpose, and its revival 37 years later 
was something of which Mr. Brougham never 
dreamed. 

Mr. Florence occupies an uncertain position 
on the American stage at the present day. He 
is a man of talent; as an actor he is popular and 
prosperous; ina wide range of eccentric char- 
acters he has no tiving rivalon the stage. Yet 
what has he donejfor the stage? On what achieve- 
ment will his fame rest hereafter? For 10 years 
he has confined his talents to ** The Mighty Dol- 
lar,” a silly and stupid play, and a few others of 
the same sort. Mr. Florence complains that he 
cannot get a good new play; but good 
plays require the services of more than 
one or two good actors. And if new 
plays are so hard to get there are plenty 
of ola ones the present generation would like to 
see properly acted. Mr. Florence could act 
Falstxff, for instance, if he tried,and what a 
pleasure it would be to witness a production of 
“ Henry IV.” with the care and taste bestowed 
by Mr. Fiorence’s two brother comedians upon 
* The Comedy of Errors” ! 


COMEDY THEATRE. 

But two prestidigitators of note have 
stood before the public within the memory of 
the present generation. One was the elder Herr- 
mann, whose command of legerdemain, in the 
exact sense of the word, was simply match- 
less, and the other was Mr. Robert Heller, 
whose ingenious performances derived spe- 
cial value from the running accompaniment 
of wit and music that went along with them. 
Mr. Kellar, with whose entertainment the Com- 
edy Theatre was reopened for the current sea- 
s0n last evening, does not recall either the dead 
or the retired wizard. He goes through his work 
so Geftly that many people may yet be 
found who will wonder how his tricks are 
done, and his speech and manner have 


the freedom conferred by long experience, but 
his feats are as ancient as those that may be 
witnessed under the canvas of the side 
show that is part of every well regulated 
circus. A very numerous audience ijaughed 
at them and applauded them last 
night, but only the youngest spectators 
could possibly have given them the welcome due 
to strangers. Beans have been changed into 
coffee and feathers into milk, and rose bushes 
have instantaneously sprung out of nothingness 
under the tropical sunlight generated within 
the circumference of a pasteboard cylinder, 
since the days of Confucius.

The briskness with which the prestidigi- 
tateur carried on the proceedings, however, kept 
the beholders from thinking how often they had 
seen ali this before, and,as mentioned, the en- 
tertainment appeared to give satisfaction. Its 
second division was by far the best of the three, 
the marionette performance of the Tissots 
eliciting uproarious merriment, and Miss 
Dora Wiley’s. song being followed by 
two encores. The last third of tbe even- 
was taken up with a very clever exposé of the 
cabinet phenomena produced by mediums. 
During the Summer recess the Comedy Theatre 
bas been cleansed and touched up, but it still re- 
tains its familiar shape, which suggests that the 
rear portion of the auditorium was originally a 
hallway leading to the broader space forming 
the foremost two-thirds of the present house.

THE CAMPAIGN IN OHIO. 


SENATOR SHERMAN AND MR. M’KINLEY ON 
THE SOUTHERN QUESTION. 


CrncrnnATr, Ohio, Sept. 21.—Senator 
Sherman and Congressman McKinley addressed 
a large meeting in the Music Hall to-night. 
The Lincoln, Blaine, and Foraker Clubs, 
in their respective uniforms and about 
1,500 strong, escorted the speakers to the 


hall. About 5,000 voters listened to 


the speakers throughout and frequently 


interrupted them by applause. The speeches 
were substantially the same as have been de- 
livered in various parts of the State. In inter- 
views had this afternoon both gentlemen spoke 
of a dangerous apathy among the Republicans. 
They had, however, noted a growing interest in 


the campaign during the past week, and esti- 


mating the Prohibition vote at from 16,000 
to 20,000 they predict a Republican increase. Said 
Senator Sherman: ‘* This so-called bloody shirt 
issue is the most important one before Ohio or 
the Nation. I cannot be sneered down nor driven 
from public view by cant phrases and demagog- 
ism. I think Gov. Hoaaly will be compelled 
either to admit the suppression of the colored 
vote and adopt the Democratic argument of 
justification, or deny the truth of what his 
Democratic friends in the South freely ad- 
mit. He cannot do the former because 
of his own abolition record and I 
should be pleased to have him attempt the lat- 
ter. The question has nothing to do with war 
It isa iiving question. Shallone white 
man in Mississippi wield twice or three times the 
influence in national affairs wielded by one 
white man in Ohio? When men tell me 
that it 1s impolitic to call attention to 
such monstrous unfairness, and that to oppose 
such rank injustice is to risk party defeat, I 
answer by saying that if the Republican Party 
has no longer the courage to defend the right 
and insist upon justice and equality in sec- 
tions of the nion it ought to be de- 
feated. had rather be permanently 
retired from public life than seem by 
silence to consent to the suppression of the 
colored vote in the South and the injustice re- 
eulting therefrom to all parts of the country. 
I deem ita patriotic work to arouse the public 
conscience on a question of such vitaland far- 
reaching importance, and I shall not be deterred 
from so doing by considerations of mere policy.” 
Major McKinley, after some talk regarding the 
situation over the State, reverted to this same 
matter. ‘* But by far the most important issue 
is the Southern question,” said he with warmth. 
“It is not yet fully understood by the voters of 
Ohio, but they are gradually learning that it is 
the issue, not only in Ohio but throughout the 
Nation. Neither Ohio nor any other Northern 
State will submit to a continuance of such out- 
rages inthe South. We will not have our votes 
annulled by afew white men there. Either we 
will reduce the representation or they must let 
the colored men vote. This Southern question 
will be the great issue in 1888, and had it been 
made prominent in New-York last year it would 
have elected Blaine.”

AN EFFORT MADE TO REMOVE HIM FROM THE 
CHICAGO CUSTOM HOUSE. 

Cur1caGo, Sept. 21.—President Wirt Dex- 
ter, of the Chicago Civil Service League, 
and most of the members of the 
league have just learned that the influ- 
ence of the league has been used by 
some person or persons to get Collector Jesse 
Spaulding out of office. Some two months 
ago a discharged employe of the Custom 
House preferred charges against Mr. Spauld- 


ing, alleging that he had made promo- 
tions in violation of the civil service 
law, and that through his deputies he had 
levied assessments upon men employed in the 
Custom House. In some way yet to be 
discovered, the _ official indorsement of the 
Civil Service League here was obtained 
for these charges, and they were forwarded to 
the President. Mr. Cleveland turned them over 
to the Civil Service Commission, and copies 
of them were forwarded to Mr. Spaulding. 
The Collector made an answer whic 
is believed to have been a complete refutation 
of the charges, and nothing more was heard of 
them. It now turns out that these charges are 
to be used as an excuse for Mr. Spaulding’s 
remova!. President Wirt Dexter. of the Civil 
Service League, learned yesterday that the 
indorsement of his organization had been put 
upon these charges, the existence of which 
he had never’ heard of before, and 
he was greatly astonished. To-day, upon his 
call, a hasty meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the League was held, and it was 
decided that President Dexter should 
make an investigation of the charges. If 
they are found to be trivial, as it is believed 
they will be, the league will probably ask the 
President to retain Mr. Spaulding. The circum- 
stances under which the official indorsement of 
the pe was obtained will also be investi- 
gated. 


WESTMONT AND LORENE, 


—— 


TO BE RETIRED FROM THE TRACK AND 
USED AS A PRIVATE TEAM. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 21.—Speaking of 
his purchase for $50,000 of J. M. Hill’s team 
Westmont and Lorene, Mr. Frank Siadall said 
to-day that he will probably bring the team 
to this city at once,and will keep them as a 
private driving team. He will not permit 
them to race fora purse or stakes, although he 
may allow them to be driven in exhibition races. 
Westmont is a black horse and Lorene is a dark 
chestnut. Both are about 15 hands and linch 
high. 

*T hope,” said Mr. Siddall, “‘that the interest 
in the sport of trotting races can be revived in 
this city. I shall certainly do everything in my 
power to bring about such a result. It is cer- 
tainly one of the noblest of sports, and if the 
contaminating gambling influences are excluded 
from the track there is no reason why 
the sport should not be as popular here asin 
Chicago and other large cities. In Chicago the 
races are attended by the very best element of 
society, and it is quite as customary to aska 
lady to go to the races as to the theatre 
or to church. The disrepute into which 
sports have been brought in this city 
through gambling and the speculative element 
have deprived the respectable people, and es- 
pecially the ladies, of a great deal of exciting 
but harmless amusement. If such men as Mr. 
Singerly, Col. Snowdon, Mr. Childs, B. W. An- 
drews, sident of the Grocers’ Exchange, and 
others whom I might name would join together 
in a scheme to elevate the sport of horse racing 
in Philadelphia, popular interest in it would re- 
vive immediately.’ 








A MALFORMED COLT’S HEAD. 

CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., Sept. 21.—Veterin- 
ary Surgeon Putman, of this village, was called 
to Sharon Springs to attend a foaling case yes- 
terday.. The mare was a trotter of much prom- 
inence on Long Island, owned by Dr. Howard 
Greene, of New-York, and $2,000 had been re- 
fused for her. During the illness the horse and 
colt died. The upper part of the colt’s head 
from below the eyes resembled a human 
cranium, there being a place for the ears and 
eyes and the soft spot at the top which is never 
found on the colt. The brain cavity was large 
and round, measuring 8 inches in diameter and 
22in circumference. The lower part of the head 
resembled the face of a pug dog, the mouth be- 
ing dark colored. The length of the head was 
13 inches. There were only three joints from the 
pole to the body where there should have been 
12, and the vertebree stands from the centre of 
the head inside instead of atthe top. An ex- 
amination showed the brain to be natural. The 
malformed head was taken to Utica to be pre- 
served, when it will be sent tothe owner of the 
horse.

FLORENTINO GIMBERNAT. 

Florentino Gimbernat, one of the old 
Spanish residents of this city, died at his resi- 
dence, No. 73 Madison-avenue, on Sunday, in the: 
eighty-first year of hisage. He had been suffer- 
ing for about two weeks, but had been able to 
take a walk on Saturday, and his death was 
quite unlooked for by his family. He leaves a. 
widow, five sons, and two daughters, all of whom 
are married. The funeral will be held in St. 


Leo’s Roman Catholic Church this morning at 
10 o’clock, and the interment will be at Wood- 
lawn. 

Mr. Gimbernat was a native of Porto Rico, 
where he was born in 1805. He was a prosperous 
merchant there until 1850, when he made a visit 
to this country for the purpose of placing his 
two elder sons at school in Baltimore. On his 
way to that ay a ee in the cars over- 
heard him talking in Spanish, and, seating nim- 
self by his side, engaged in conversation with 
him. Aftera pleasant chat the two exchanged 
cards, and Mr. Gimbernat was then surprised to 
learn that hejhad been talking to Narciso Lopez, 
the famous revolutionist, who was afterward 
captured and shot. The story of his brief 
meeting with the conspirator reached Porto 
Rico before him. and on his return Mr. 
Gimbernat found that rumors were afloat to the 
effect that his real object in visiting the United 
States was to consuli with Lopez. hen he dis- 
covered that he was suspected of conspiracy he 
took his wife and family and brought them to 


New-York, where he resided constantly until his 
death. He was the editor and proprietor at this 
time of La Gazetta del Govterno, the official 
organ of the Government in Porto Rico, a 
journal which he had founded, but he disposed 
of this and all his other property. Mr. 
Gimbernat established here the firm of 
Gimbernat & Escoriaza, and engaged in 
the Cuban trade. He was so successful that in 
1865 he retired. On March 18, 1882, he celebrated 
his golden wedding, which was attended by 
nearly all the Spaniards of prominence in the 
city, besides many old merchants of other na- 
tionalities who had done business with him in 
the past. On this occasion the old gentleman 
had the pleasure of seeing four generations 
gathered around him. He had been a grand- 
father for many years, but on the Sunday pre- 
ceding the celebration of the golden wedding 
one of his granddaughters presented him witha 
great-granddaugchter. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
Dr. George W. Fish, United States Con-. 
sul at Tunis from 1878 to 1882, under the appoint- 


ment of President Hayes, died at his home, in 
Fiint, Mich., on Sunday, after a few day’s ill- 
neas, of pneumonia, aged 69 years. He had been 
a leading citizen and physician of Flint for 46 
2 ei and served for one term in the State Sen- 
ate. 

The Hon. Bradford Rixford, chief law 
clerk of the United States Pension Bureau, was 
eeized with heart disease while in Burlington, 
Vt., on Saturday night, and died in 15 minutes. 
He was in his usual health during the day, at- 
tending church, and had started for a walk 
when he was attacked. He was 66 years old. 
He leaves a widow and a daughter by his first 
wife. He was a graduate of the University of 
Vermont, Class of 743. 

James E. Tyler, formerly a partner in 
the banking firm of Tyler, Utman & Co., of 
Chicago, died yesterday at his residence in 
Prairie-avenue of an abscess in the back. Mr. 
Tyler was born at Hillsdale, Columbia County, 
N. Y., March 11, 1811, and was the son of Dr. 
Platt B. Tyler, a well-known physician. He 
went to Chicago in 1862 and established the 
banking house referred to, continuing in the 
business till the firm was dissolved a few years 
ago. Mr. Tyler was _ much interested in the wel- 
fare of the Chicago ing og, and was one of 
the largest contributors to the building of the 
first Baptist church and the Baptist Theologicat 
Seminary in Chicago.

MAKING THINGS LIVELY FOR THE 
ALL-NEW-YORK ELEVEN. 

THEY SCORE 111, WITH FIVE WICKETS’ 
DOWN, TO THE. HOME TEAM’s 66—- 
BRUEN’S FINE BOWLING. 

The cool breeze which swept across 
New-York Bay yesterday causeda smaller at- 
tendance on the Staten Island Cricket Ground: 
to witnessthe match between the visiting Eng- 
lish team andthe “ All New-York” eleven than 
when the Englishmen played their first match 
on the same ground earlier in the month. Still 
the gathering was quite large, nearly all 
the well-known cricketers from the sur- 
rounding cities putting in an appear- 
ance. The terraces were well patron- 
ized by the Ladies’ Outdoor Amusement 
Club and their friends, lunch baskets with the 
usual accompaniments showing that they had 
come to stay. Among the more prominent spec- 
tators were Miss Hyde-Clark, Miss Vyse, Miss 
Williams, the Misses Whittemore, Miss Wiman, 
Miss Robinson, Miss Hyman, Miss Rendall. Miss 
Carroll, Miss Eyre, Miss Cameron, Mrs. Cyril 
Wilson, Mrs. C. M. Dodge, Mrs. G. L. Upshur, 
Mrs. T. A. Vyse, Jr., the Misses Walker, Mra. M. 
Cc. Eyre, Mrs. W. K. Jewett, Mrs. H. M. Eyre, 
Mrs. Nicholls, Mrs. Lonsdale, Mrs. Kittie Smith, 
Mr. and Mrs. Schock, Mr. and Mrs. Walker, Mr.

H. T. Collis, and Sir Roderick W. Cameron. Dur- 
ing the early part of the game Sir Richard Sut- 
ton, Sir W. Levinge, Mr. Beavor-Webb, and Dr. 
Woodbury came ashore from the Genesta and 
watched the play with great interest. 

The Englishmen appeared in good condition, 
with the exception of W. E. Roiler, who still 
suffers from his sprained arm. They are all de- 
lighted with their trip, and say they could not 
bave been better entertained. The only excuse, 
if it could be called an excuse, made for their 
recent defeat in Philadelphia was that all their 
previous matches in this country had been 
played on slow wickets, while the wicket in 
Philadelphia played like lightning. It was also 
whispered that the too generous hospitality of 
the Philadelphians had something to do with it. 
The Englishmen showed up well yesterday in 
the field as well as at the bat. Bruen’s siows 
played havoc with the New-Yorkers’ wickets 
with Newton’s effective assistance behind the 
stumps. They were instrumental in getting 
seven wickets, Newton assisting four times. 
Two bad decisions of Umpire Allworth lost two 
New-York wickets, but he equalized matters 
somewhat by giving one in their favor. 

The fielding on both sides was of the best de- 
scription, so that it would be hard to particular- 
ize any player. Bruen made a wonderful catch 
off his own bowling, disposing of Cleverley, and 
Hioe-Haycock got rid of a good man in Rogan 
when he caught him out at deep square leg on 
the other side. Mart’s catch in the slips, which 
got rid of the Parson, was a good one, as also 
was Cleverley’s in the deep field from Turper’s 
hit. 

The New-Yorkers were nearly two hours get- 
ting their 66 runs, Butler taking 55 minutes to 
get his 17, and Tyers, who playeé a most patient 
and painstaking inning, one hour and a half for 
bis 24. In about the same time (two hours) the 
Englishmen rattled up their 111, Newton scoring 
exceptionally fast. 

Capt. Wilson having won the toss, at 12:15 P. 
M. he sent Hill and Mart to the wicket to oppose 
the deliveries of Bruen from the clubhouse and 
Horner from the topend. The field was placed 
as follows: Bruen, bowler and mid on; Horner, 
mid on and bowler; Newton, wicket keeper; 
Roller, slip; Bolitho, third man and deep on- 
field; the Rev. R. T. Thornton, mid off; A. J. 
Thornton, deep mid off and extra slip; Cobb, 
point; Hine-Haycock, deen field and deep square 
lez; Turner, coyer-point and deep field to 
Horner; Whitby, short leg and extra cover. 
Horner had only sent down nine balls 
when Mart had to go on an appeal for a 
catch at the wicket, one for9. Hill was given 
out the next over of Bruen'’s fora stump, the 
score not being altered. Butler and Tyers were 
then associated. The bowling was dead on the 
spot, Horner sending down 10 maidens and 
Bruen 9 before a separation could be effected. 
Bruen got one past Butler’s bat, the third 
wicket going with the score at 42. Rogan came 
inand out without altering the score. Wilson 
staid long enough to make 3, five for 52, and 
then page time had come, Newton stumping 
him off a curly one of Bruen’s, the score stand- 
ing at60. The other four wickets could only 
put on 6 runs, the inning ending for 66, only 4 
more runs than the Staten Island eleven made 
against the same team with 12 men. 

After lunch Hine-Haycock and Turner, of 
the visitors, went tothe bat. The former was 
caught bebind the wicket by Wilson, with the 
score at 19,and 2 runs more had been added 
when Bolitho, the newcomer, was served the same 
way. Cobb, who followed, played fine cricket for 
his 20,in which there were threefours. The Rev. 
R. T. Thornton quickly rattled up 10. At one 
time he apparently imagined himself in the pul- 
pit, as he dropped on his knees with his hands 
uplifted ina most devout manner toa rather 
wide ball of Pool’s. Butier, who had started the 
bowling, had been relieved by Cleverley when 
the score was 21, McCall relieved Cleveriey at 38, 
and then.Tyers McCall at 59, and Lambkin Pool 
at 77. Turner had departed at 58, and then New- 
ton came in and made things lively. He treated 
both bowlers alike. and when stumps were 
drawn for the day had accumulated 41, not out, 
by determined, free hitting, making one five, six 
fours, three threes, one two, and only one single.

DELEGATES ON THEIR WAY. 

Those Repubiican delegates{who did not 
start for Saratoga on Saturday and Sunday left 
here for the Republican State Convention early 
yesterday. 

Last night the three local Democratic factions 
completed arrangements for the transportation 
of their delegations to Saratoga. The County 


Democracy Committee met at No. 1 Union- 
square at5 P.M. It was resolved to have the 
special train leave the Grand Central Station at 
10 A. M. to-morrow. The Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment Band, 75 pieces,andadrum corps of 24 
members wiil accompany the delegates and 
triends of the organization. There will be about 
1,000 County Democrats at the convention. 
James J. Kelso will be Grand Marshal, Richard 
A. Cunningham will be Adjutant, Asa Bigelow 
Kellogg will be Quartermaster, and Peter H. 
Jobes will be Major. The aides to the Grand 
Marshal will be the 24 district leaders. Over 500 
tickets for the trip were distributed last nicht, 
and the remainder will be given out to-day. The 
rare for the round trip is $5 50. 

Tammany Hall will send 8) men from the 
Weehawken station of the West Shore Railroad 
at 11 A. M. to-morrow. The fare will be $5 for 
the round trip. No band will be taken, and 
tbere will be no parade at Saratoga. The dele- 
gates will meet in the Grana Onion Hotel Club- 
house upon their arrival at Saratoga. 

The Irving Hall committee decided to have 
the 144 delegates and alternates start on the 
regular morning Saratoga special to-morrow. 





NOT UNANIMOUS FOR CIVIL SERVICE.

LAW FOR MALICIOUS . PROSECUTION. 


\terday afternoon, before Justice Charles F. 
.Brown,:. the suit of James B. Silkman against 
Darius G. Crosby, for $25,000 damages, for ma- 
licious prosecution and imprisonment in the 
‘lunatic asylum at Utica, was begun. Both the 
plaintiff and defendant areJawyers. Theformer 
resides in Yonkers and isa real estate lawyer, 
having an office at No. 54 Wall-street, this city, 
and the defendant is one of the firmof Lock- 
wood & Crosby, whose office is in the Bennett 
Building, on Nassau-street. Onthe19th of May, 
1882, the plaintiff came to this city as usual, at- 
tended to business, and returned to Yonkers in 
the afternoon, In the evening, shortly after 8 
o’clock, while he was attending a religious meet- 
ing at the house of a friend, there came a knock 
at the door, which the lady of the house, sup- 
Posing the call was for her, answered. She re- 


turned and told Mr. Silkman that he was want- 
ed. When Mr. Silkman went to the door he was 
placed under arrest and put into a hack, in 
which he was hastily conveyed to White Plains. 

Mr. Silkman says in the complaint that the offi- 
cers who arrested him refused to tell him what 
he was charged with orto allow him to bid his 
family good-bye or get a change of clotning. At 
White Plains he was taken to a hotel and 
watched all night by an officer, and a bright 
light was kept burning. The next day he was 
visited by Dr. A. C. Benedict, of Yonkers, who 
did not ask him any questions, but after “ view- 
ing him” went away again. A few hours later 
he was taken to the railroad station and then 
told that he was on his way to the Utica Asylum, 
having been adjudged a lunatic and too danger- 
ous to be at large. He then found out that he 
had been arrested on a warrant issued by Judge 
Silas D. Gifford, on the petition of his son, Theo- 
dore B. Silkman, and brother-in-law, Darius G. 
Crosby, the latter of whom claimed that he con- 
sidered his life in danger and instituted the pro- 
ceedings to protect himself. 

While in the asylum Mr. Silkman was com- 
pelled to do menial work and go out in the 
streets and sweep them and pull weeds out of 
the gutters and rake over and handle manure at 
the stables, all of which was very revolting to 
him. Although he made many attempts, he was 
always unsuccessful in communicating with his 
relatives and friends outside to interest them- 
selvesin his behalf and to get him outof the 
asylum. Finally, after he had been suffering all 
the tortures of the asylum fur three months, the 
Land League of Yonkers, before which body he 
had delivered speeches, employed John F. Bren- 
nan, of that city, to institute habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings in his behalf. The matter was first 
taken before Justice Dykman, who dismissed the 
case. It was then taken to Poughkeepsie before 

Justice Barnard, who, when he learned the facts, 
ordered Mr. Silkman’s discharge, stamping all 
the proceedings as outrageous and illegal. When 
he came out he was very much broken down in 
health and spirits and soon afterward com- 
menced this suit. 

There was a large array of counsel on each 
side in the court room yesterday, Mr. Silkman, 
the plaintiff, appearing as leading counsel for 
himself. He opened the case to the jury in a 
very calm, coliected manner, and told the sub- 
stance of his complaint as given above. The 
first witness called was Mr. Brennan, who told 
the story of the steps he took to get Mr. Silk- 
man out of the asylum. He also said that when 
he presented the case to Justice Dykman, at 
White Plains, he had a conversation with the 
defendant, Mr. Crosby, who made the remark 
that if he got Mr. Silkman out he (Crosby) 
would have to leave the country. The next 
witness, Patrick Whalen, then a Deputy Sheriff 
under Sheriff Courter, related how, when 
Mr. Crosby visited Judge Ellis, at Yonk- 
ers to get a warrant for the arrest 
of Mr. Silkman, he and Deput Sheriff 
Henry B. Ford kept guard over Mr. Crosby be- 
cause he was afraid Mr. Silkman would do him 
bodily injury. Judge Ellis was also called, and 
told the same story of Mr. Crosby’s visit to his 
office. Sergt. McLoughlin, of the Yonkers po- 
lice force, testified to the circumstances of the 
arrest, and said that Mr. Silkman was attending 
a Spiritualist meeting when he was arrested, but 
said that the prisoner was allowed to get some 
books, &c., to take with him. 

The case has excited a good deal of interest, 
the parties being well known and holding a good 
social position. Itis said that the whole family 
trouble was occasioned by a dispute over the 
distribution and division of the estate left by 
Mr. Silkman’s wife, who had considerable prop- 
erty in the city of Yonkers, The case will prob- 
ably be concluded to-day.

AFFIRMING PAUL BAUER'S SENTENCE. 

Paul Bauer was convicted of pool selling 
at Coney Island last March and was sentenced 
in the Kings County Court of Sessions to three 
months’ imprisonment in the penitentiary and 
to pay a fine of $750. He paid the fine and 
served eight days in jail, when he sued out a 


writ of habeas corpus and claimed his discharge 
because he had paid his fine and the sentence to 
imprisonment was illegal and void. He got 
out on bail pending an appeal, the argu- 
ment in which was one of the most im- 
portant cases at the last General Term 
of the Supreme Court. Bauer claimed that 
as the sentence provided by law for his case 
was one year’s imprisonment, a sentence to three 
months’ imprisonment was illegal, and that the 
only thing that could be done under the cir- 
cumstances was to declare the sentence void.

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A PECULIAR LEGAL MOTION.

‘LAWYER SILKEMAN: SUES HIS BROTHER-IN-% A WOMAN, SUING C. J. FAGAN, ASKING HIM 


FOR MONEY FOR HER EXPENSES. 
A peculiar motion was on the calendar 


‘of the Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, but 


was not heard, as the counsel agreed:to postpone 
argument on it fora week. It is for an order to 
compel Charles J. Fagan to defray the expenses 
of a woman who clzeims to be his wife in prose- 
cuting an appeal from the decision of a Referee 
to the effect that she is neither maid, wife, 
nor widow. The woman is known among 
her friends as Mrs. Catharine Fagan, and 


she insists that she has a legal right 
to that name. Thirty years ago she was a 
nursemaid in the family of N. B. Hoxie, who 
then lived at No. 30 Seventh-avenue. Her name 
was Catharine Lynch. In 1855 young Charles J. 
Fagan, whose home was in Waverley-place, be- 

an to visit her in the Hoxie family, and the re- 
ations then set up were maintained until 1878, 
when Fagan, who had in the meantime become 
wealthy in cattle dealing, was temporarily 
immured in an asy!um, his intellect having be- 
come unhinged. While he was confined one of 
his relatives pensioned the woman. On his re- 
lease he approved of the pension and continued 
to pay it up to last year, although he seems to 
have discontinued his visits to the woman. 

As Fagan had refused to recognize her as his 
wife, Catharine undertook to prove, ina suit for 
a limited divorce on the ground of abandon- 
ment, that she was legally married to him. He 

ut in a denial, and the controversy was sent to 

erbert B. Turner, as Referee, for determina- 
tion. Catharine swore that Fagan told herin 
1858 that it was only necessary for them to live 
together to become lawful husband and wife; 
that she believed him, although she was a Cath- 
olic; that she went to live with him, and that 
he continued to live with her tor 20 years, hold- 
ing her out to the public as his wife. She also 
presented letters written to her by Fagan which 
were addressed to ** Mrs. Fagan.”*> Many witness- 
es swore that they had. seen Fagan at her home 
by day and by night. 

On behalf of Fagan it was denied that he ever 
lived with her as her husband. Witnesses testi- 
tied that he had always lived in Waverley-place, : 
and not in the several tenements that had shel- 
tered Catharine. To explain the fact that he 
had addressed letters to her as Mrs. Fagan it 
was said that he so addressed her because she 
was known as Mrs, Fagan where she dwelt, and 
the letters would not have reached her if other- 
wise addressed, After listening to all this con- 
tradictory testimony Referee Turner decided 
that Catharine was not the wife of Fagan. 
The — of Referee Turner was presented to 
Judge Van Brunt, and he, after hearing Morgan 
J. O’Brien argue in its favor and Rastus Ran- 
som in opposition, confirmed it. Now Mr. Ran- 
som moves for the order to compel Fagan to 
provide Catharine with the means of appealing, 
on the grounds that Judge Van Brunt felt him- 
self precluded from weighing the testimony in 
the case by the fact that the Referee recom- 
mended the dismissal of the complaint,and that, 
as Catharine is poor, she will be unable to ask 
the appellate court to undo what the Referee 
bas wrought unless the court assists her with 
its equitable power. 

A somewhat similar suit isnow pending be- 
tween Lawyer Joseph Koehler and the woman 
who calls herself Mrs. Annie M. Koehler. The 
latter brings the action and seeks a limited 
divorce on the ground that Koehler deserted her 
several months ago. Their marriage, she says, 
was not ceremonial. Koehler says that when he 
was a law clerk of 22 years he met the plaintiff 
while seeking from her information respecting 
the whereabouts of a person she had begun to 
sue, She was then krown as Mrs. Uthick, and 
he says she told him she had run away from her 
husband in Australia, bringing her four chil- 
dren. Heand she soon became intimate, he ad- 
mits, but he denies that he married her, and he 
says he only registered her at hotels as his wife 
because they could not get board if their real re- 
lations were made public.

THE “SUN’S” CAT IN DANGER.

A DASTARDLY ATTEMPT TO HARM 
NOBLE ANIMAL FOILED. 

John J. Ford, of No. 30 City Hall-place, 
while ina state of inebriation yesterday after- 
noon, conceived a grievance against the office 
cat of the Sun, owing to an article that appeared 
inthat paperon Sunday. Mr. Ford considered 
that the cat had failed to do its duty in not de- 
vouring the article in question before the print- 
ers got held of it, and he went upto the office 
of the paper, in Nassau-street, intent upon 
vengeance, 

When he reached the wooden fence in the edit- 
Orial room that separates the young men, of 


whom the Sun's editor claims to be pretty proud, 
from the office boys, Mr. Ford was asked his 
business. He muttered an incoherent but 
savage desire to see the cat, and the 
office boy called that unsuspicious but 
intelligent creature up to the fence. Here the 
conversation at once became so animated that 
the young man of whom the Sun’s editor claims 
to be justly proud stopped in the midst of their 
word painting to listen. It soon became evi- 
dent that Mr. Ford’s feeling toward the cat was 
not friendly, and all the young men in the room 
began to wish that Mr. Blakeley Hall, of the ed- 
itorial staff, who once thrashed a delegation of 
*jongshoremen alone and unaided who came up 
with unholy designs uponithe office cat, were 
present. In another moment there was a wild 
and pathetic ‘**me-ow” from the cat, and with 
enlarged tail and bristling back the frightened 
creature sped under adesk,and Mr. Ford was 
seen preparing to jump over the fence in}pursuit. 

If the editor of the Sun had been present he 
would have been prouder than ever of his 
young men. With a concerted whoop they de- 
scended upon Mr. Ford. Mr. George Blake got 
to the fence first, and aimed a blow at the in- 
truder that would have annihilated him had it 
reached its mark, but Mr. Ford dodged and Mr. 
Blake fell over the fence from the force of his 
own blow. Mr. E. A. Rockwell hurled an ink- 
stand at Mr. Ford, like Luther at the devil, 
which spattered all the clothing in the office, 
and followed it up with acut of Mr. Holman 
that made a hole inthe wall; but before the 
score of other young men could get through 
the fence Mr. John Speirs, who is more than 6 
feet high, and weighs as much as Sullivan, 
sprang over it and struck Mr. Ford a blow that 
knocked him out of the room as cleanly as if he 
bad been fired from acatapult. Not content 
with this Mr. Speirs rushed out into the corri- 
dor, and, placing his boot under Mr, Ford’s coat- 
tails, lifted him to the bottom of the flight of 
stairs. Down went the reporter after the would- 
be scarificer of the beloved cat, and ran him by 
the collar to the next flight of stairs, and hurled 
him down to the sidewalk. 

The entire force came down after Mr. Speirs 
and Mr. Ford, and were talking of lynching tbe 
latter when a policeman rescued him and took 
him tothe Twenty-sixth Precinct Police Sta- 
tion, where he was charged with disorderly con- 
duct and locked up. He will be arraigned at the 
Tombs Police Court this morning. 

When Mr, Speirs returned to the head of the 
first flight of stairs he found three of Mr. Ford’s 
front teeth on the landing. The cat was unhurt, 
and a saucer of cream soon tranquilized the 
emotions that had agitated the intelligent 
creature’s bosom.

THE ATALANTA GIVEN THE CUP. 


MR. HERRESHOFF CHALLENGES HER TO A 
RACE WITH THE STILETTO. 

The Regatta'Committee of the American 
Steam Yacht Club yesterday made public its 
decision in the claim made by Jay Gould for the 
award of the challenge cup to the Atalanta, in- 
stead of the celebrated Herreshoff boat, the 
Stiletto, which craft, Mr. Gould protested, had, 
during the late race for the cup, failed to steam 
over the proper course. The unanimous decision 
of the committee is that Mr. Gould’s claim is 
supported by the evidence, and the cup is or- 


dered to be awarded to the Atalanta. The evi- 
dence furnished by Mr. Gould in behalf of his 
claim consisted of 14 affidavits obtained by Capt. 
Shackford mostly from residents and seafaring 
men from New-London and vicinity, while the 
testimony on the part of the Stiletto was con- 
tained in four affidavits, of which three were 
from persons who were on board the Stiletto 
during the race. 

In deciding the protest in favorof the Ata- 
lanta the committee no doubt was governed by 
the preponderance of evidence, but there are 
one or two peculiar features in the case. The 
evidence in support of Mr. Gould’s protest is 
given mainly by fishermen and wreckers, who 
seem to have been unusually numerous in the 
locality of Sarah’s Ledge on the day of the race. 
On the other hand, other fishermen sustain Mr, 
Herreshoff, while a reporter of THE TimMEs, who 
was on board the Stiletto and in her pilot house 
during the entire race, hasa very distinct recol- 
lection that the Stiletto jeft the buoy in ques- 
tion on the port hand, and must therefore have 
passed it, asthe regulations prescribed, to the 
southward and eastward. 

The following challenge has been issued by 
Mr. Herreshoff to Mr. Gould:

1 hereby challenge the Atalanta to race with the 
Stiletto over a 10U-mile course on the Hudson River, 
from & point offthe foot of West Twenty-third-street 
50 miles up and back, on Saturday, the 26th inst., and 
will join you in the purchase of a» champlonship cup, 
worth at least $500, to be held by the winner, subject 
to the challenge of any vacht which may be disposed 
to race for it thereafter. The cup will be held subject 
to the conditions that it must be sailed for overthe 
same course, and that, in order to win it, the challeng- 
ing yacht must go over the course in less time than 
that previously made by the yacht which holds it.
